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Botched budget? 


Portugal has this week been plunged into political chaos as marathon talks over next 
year's budget between the ruling Socialists (PS) and the main opposition Social 
Democrats (PSD) broke down. The seriousness of the situation is best described by the 
threat of the Prime Minister resigning should the budget fail to gain Parliament's 
blessing. Numerous economists have also since called for the direct intervention of the 
International Monetary Fund in Portugal's accounts, while the Finance Minister is 
predicting "chaos" should his proposed budget be rejected next week.

F ive days of gruelling negotia- 
tions ended when the two sides 
refused to budge when it came 
down to spending euts amount- 
ing to what is believed to be 230 
million euros. 

Finance Minister Teixeira dos 
Santos stubbornly stuck to his 
guns this week in maintaining that 
Portugal has to aim for a budget 
deficit target of 4.6 pereent. 

The current shortfall of the 
GDP is 9.4 pereent. 

Proposals by the PSD to limit 
the increase in VAT to 22 pereent 
as opposed to the 23 pereent pro- 
posed by the Government eou- 
pled with reduetions in publie 
spending cuts were rejected by 
Teixeira dos Santos and his team, 
who on Wednesday presented 
their final proposal which the 
PSD said was insuffieientto stop 
them from voting against the 
budget. 

F ollowing the walk-out by the 
Soeial Demoerats, the Finanee 
Minister warned that failure to 
pass the 201 1 budget will “plunge 
the eountry into a deep flnaneial 
crisis”. 

The 201 1 budget proposal will 
be tabled for debate on Novem- 
ber 2’^^, with voting set to take 
plaee a day later. 

Three of the five parties with 
parliamentary seats have already 


pledged to vote against the docu- 
ment. 

The minority Government will 
seeure the budget’ s passing should 
the Social Democrats abstain. 

In the meantime, President 
Cavaco Silva has summoned his 
top advisors to form the Council 
of State and gather this Friday 
evening to discuss a number of 
seenarios, with early elections set 
to top the agenda. 

The Prime Minister has al- 
ready indieated that in the event 
of the budget failing to gain Par- 
liament’ s approval, he will have 
no option but to resign, whieh 
would result in a general election, 
probably in January. 

The PSD, however, which 
polls indicate would win a hypo- 
thetical ballot, but possibly only 
with a minority, appear reluctant 
to assume power and are also 
wary of an electoral backlash for 
not appearing to support the 
budget, no matter how flawed 
they may argue it is, and thereby 
plunging the country into a state 
of politieal and flnaneial disar- 
ray. 

The PSD ’ s chief whip Miguel 
Maeedo, perhaps in an attempt 
to remove the vietim card the 
Government could play should 
political turmoil ensue has since 
defended his party’s stance, say- 


ing “we made a serious effort to 
pass what is a bad budget”. 

But Miguel Maeedo ’s Social- 
ist counterpart Franeiseo Assis 
has remained positive that an 1 
hour agreement ean be reaehed, 
expressing the hope the PSD 
“would assist in sparing the eoun- 
try from a crisis”. 

Both the Prime Minister and 
the leader of the opposition have 
been inconspicuous during the 
past few days of politieal wran- 
gling, and have remained tight- 
lipped on what the eountry ean 
expeet, allowing others to as- 
sume responsibility for failures 
to reaeh a consensus. 

Besides threatening to resign. 
Prime Minister Jose Socrates has 
kept his silence, while PSD leader 
Pedro Passos Coelho appears to 
have ehannelled his views and 
that of his party through spokes- 
man Miguel Relvas. 

Following the breakdown of 
talks, Mr. Relvas held the baek 
door open, explaining the party 
would only make its final posi- 
tion known on the eve of the eru- 
cialNovember 3 vote. 

“Considering how exception- 
ally serious Portugal’s situation 
is, the PSD’ s political committee 
decided to wait until the eve of the 
201 1 budget vote, hoping that the 
Government will show a willing- 


ness to abandon its intransigent 
stand and reeonsider PSD ’s con- 
struetive, realistie proposals”, 
Miguel Relvas was quoted as tell- 
ing reporters on Wednesday 
evening. 

The European Union has also 
taken note of the adverse effects 
the breakdown in talks have had 
on the European markets, with 
Commission President and 
former Portuguese Prime Minis- 
ter Durao Barroso saying he is 
“worried” about the eurrent 
stalemate. 

‘ T am elearly worried about the 
news [of the eollapse of negotia- 
tions]. It is obviously important 
that Portugal reaches a deal over 
the budget”, Durao Barroso was 
reported as saying by the Lusa 
News Agency. 

“I still haven’t lost hope be- 
cause, as far as I know, the par- 
liament vote will only take place 
a few days from now, and so I 
hope the matter is settled, for 
Portugal’s sake.” 

“In a difficult financial, budg- 
etary and eeonomie situation 
sueh as we all know Portugal is 
experieneing, it’ s very important 
to reaeh a eonsensus that allows 
the eountry to have a budget that 
may restore credibility to Portu- 
guese public finances”, Durao 
Barroso added. 


Portugal shows slight improvement 
on international cormption list 

n Of 1 78 countries analyzed for Transparency International's (Tl) annual report, Portugal 
this year ranked 32""', a slight improvement from its positioning last year, which at 35^^ 
place was in fact the country's worst ranking ever. 


Since the year 2000, when 
Portugal ranked 25* on the re- 
port, the country has consist- 
ently dropped down the list. 
Only this year has it showed any 
sign of improvement by climbing 
three spots, from 35* to 32"*^. 

The TI report - the ‘ Index for 
the Pereeption of Corruption 
(IPC) 20 10’ - assesses countries 
basedonpereeptions ofeorrup- 
tion. 

This year Portugal maintained 
its status as one of Western Eu- 
rope’s worst-faring countries 
despite having improved 
slightly in relation to 2009. 

“Hermetic” laws, a justice 
system that “doesn’t work”, a 
lack of results and “null” results 
where concerning the fight 
against corruption are the main 
reasons given by TI to explain 
the pereeption the world has of 
eorruption in Portugal. 

Paulo Morals, a Portuguese 
representative for TI, told Lusa 
News agency that “over the past 


years Portugal has worsened 
signifleantly”, and admitted that 
it is “the ‘serpent’s egg’ within 
a eonfusing legislation that gen- 
erates eorruption by itself’. 

He added, laws that are “in- 
variably hermetie and full of 
rules that no one understands, ex- 
ecuted in a way that they obey 
this or that group”, and, “worst 
of all”, laws that attribute “un- 
limited arbitrary power to those 
who administer them”. 

Paulo Morals further high- 
lighted opinions that the Portu- 
guese justice system “doesn’t 
work”, beeause “there is no sys- 
tematie effort to eombat corrup- 
tion”. 

“Here and there, there have 
been some traces of apparent 
will to stop corruption” he said, 
stressing “results though have 
been practically non-existent”. 

“Even the most recent organi- 
sations have been praetieally 
worthless, and that’s when 
they’re not, in many cases, coun- 


terproductive”, he justified. 

He described the Portuguese 
Committee for Preventing Cor- 
ruption as a “governmental or- 
ganism” and the Parliamentary 
Commission against Corruption 
as “absolutely useless” and 
which has results “that are prac- 
tieallynull”. 

The report is carried out by “a 
group of independent experts” 
and has various sources, 60 per- 
cent of which offer external vi- 
sions on Portugal, and 40 per- 
cent of whom provide opinions 
manifested from within the 
country. 

International Transparency 
is anon-govemmental organiza- 
tion whose main objeetive is the 
fight against eorruption. It was 
founded in Mareh 1993 and is 
based in Berlin. 

It is renowned for its annual 
produetion of the TI reports in 
which indexes of perceptions of 
corruption relating to hundreds 
of countries from around the 


globe are analysed. 

Countries are awarded points 
from 0 to 10 (from the worst to 
the best performanee); Portugal 
this year seored an overall total 
of six points. 

Europe-wise, Portugal ranks 
19* out of 30 countries. Other 
European countries that fared 
worse than Portugal include 
former Eastern Bloe countries, as 
well as Italy, Greece and Malta. 

On the opposite end of the 
seale Denmark, New Zealand 
and Singapore are pereeived as 
the world’s least eorrupt eoun- 
tries and share the top-spot, 
each with a ranking of 9 . 3 . 

The bottom spots are taken 
mostly by countries with unsta- 
ble governments and histories of 
conflict, such as Afghanistan 
and Myanmar, which share the 
second-to-bottom place. 

The country perceived to be 
the most eorrupt of all 178 is So- 
malia, whieh with a score of 1 . 1 
takes the list’s bottom spot.

Former international model 
and fashion executive Jacinta 
Rees was found dead in the court- 
yard of her home in Sitio Corgas 
Bravas, around ten kilometres 
from Sao Bras de Alportel, by her 
neighbour’s teenage son on 
March 20^ 2008. 

Local police concluded the 
death was a suicide, despite an 
autopsy in Australia finding later 
she died of extensive injuries 
caused by repeated blows with 
an axe and evidence of defensive 
wounds on her arms and legs. 

Family members, not satisfied 
with findings here, have been in- 
vestigating the mystery of her 


EU study reveals 58 percent of Portugal's children 
have online profiles 


A European study has re- 
vealed that almost 60 percent of 
children aged up to 1 6 in Portu- 
gal have a profile on an online 
social networking site. Of this 
number, 25 percent do not re- 
strict access to their profile. 

A project called EU Kids 
Online carried out the online 
study which was completed by 
23,000 children aged between 
nine and 16 throughout 25 Eu- 
ropean countries, including 
Portugal. 

The aim of this study, whose 
results were revealed in Luxem- 
bourg on October 2 P*, was to 
determine risk factors to 


youngsters such as: pornogra- 
phy, bullying, sexual messages, 
contact with strangers, offline 
meetings with online contacts, 
dangerous content and abuse of 
personal information. 

Of the 58 percent of children 
in Portugal with a social network- 
ingprofile online, 34percenthave 
up to ten contacts and 25 percent 
have up to 50 contacts. 

Of the children who use social 
networking websites, 25 percent 
have their profile open to the 
public, while seven percent share 
their home address or telephone 
number, although children in 
Portugal are among those who 


share the least compared to other 
European countries. 

Cristina Ponte, lecturer in 
communication at the 
Universidade Nova de Lisboa and 
national coordinator of the 
project, said that this is now a 
European tendency that cannot 
be stopped. She warned that par- 
ents must remain vigilant, espe- 
cially as Portugal has one of the 
highest rates of children access- 
ing the internet from their bed- 
rooms, unsupervised. 

Of the children in Portugal who 
responded to the study, four 
percent have had a meeting with 
people they met online, while 1 5 


percent of those responded that 
they have kept in contact with 
those people. 

Europe-wide, the study 
found that 29 percent of children 
who use the internet had been 
in contact with someone they 
don’tknow, while eightpercent 
have met with a stranger they 
met online during the last year. 

EU Kids Online concluded 
from their results that children 
in Estonia, Lithuania, the Czech 
Republic and Sweden were 
most at risk from online preda- 
tors, while those in Turkey, 
Portugal and Italy had the low- 
est risk.

death ever since, claiming that 
they have received little help from 
the Australian or Portuguese 
governments. 

“All we want is to know the 
truth about what happened to 
her. She was our sister and our 
parents’ child - she deserves bet- 
ter than this,” Jacinta’ s brother, 
Cameron told Australia’ s Herald 
Sun newspaper. 

Portuguese police told local 
reporters at the scene in 2008 that 
her death was most likely an ac- 
cident. 

Comandante Guerreiro from 
Sao Bras de Alportel GNR said 
at the time: “The lady was found 
dead by one ofher teenage neigh- 
bours. There were traces ofblood; 
however, there is no suspicion of 
murder.” 

He added that the victim could 
have died as the result of a fall. 

It has been reported in Aus- 
tralian media however that a 
Coroners ’ report in Victoria con- 
firmed that she died from “blunt 
force injury to the left side of the 
head”. 

“This injury pattern with 
trauma to both head and the left 
arm raises serious concerns. Fur- 
ther investigations are being un- 
dertaken via the Victorian Police 
Department’s homicide squad,” 
it adds. 

Allegedly an initial Portuguese 
autopsy report also suggested 
Jacinta’ s death was a murder. 

“There are signs highly prob- 
able of defence being the elements 
of the autopsy suggestive of 
murder with data that favour ex- 
treme violence highly difficult to 
attribute to the self...,” a literal 
translation reads. 

Despite those reports, the 
Portuguese police closed the in- 
vestigation the following month 
and passed the case on to the 
Public Prosecutor’s office as a 
diplomatic matter. 

Mystery now surrounds the 


case and locals in Sao Bras de 
Alportel who knew Jacinta are 
reticent to speak about it. 

Sources close to the investiga- 
tion told The Portugal News: 
“Local people were too scared to 
speak about the case. Those who 
did would not be identified.” 

“Several said that a lot of se- 
cret dealings are carried out and 
many people have ‘gone to bed 
poor and woken up rich’ during 
the last 20 years,” they added. 

Jacinta’ s family have a theory 
that she may have found something 
out that could have cost her life. 

“Jacinta may have stumbled 
across something,” her brother 
Cameron said. 

“She left a note for someone 
saying she was leaving and she did 
not know how things would 
work out and asked that they for- 
give her, but the police construed 
it as a suicide note,” he added. 

“It wasn’t a suicide note - she 
was scared of something. Jacinta 
may have stumbled across some- 
thing,” said Cameron. 

A Portuguese lawyers, told 
Portuguese newspaper D/dr/o de 
Noticias: “As long as the family 
presents new evidence, with con- 
sistent data, the process will be 
sent to the Public Ministry who 
will evaluate it and decide 
whether to reopen the case or 
not.” 

“A murder case can be reo- 
penedup to 1 5 or 20 years later,” 
said the lawyer, although he 
added that he found it strange that 
Jacinta’s family have spoken out 
only now, two years after her 
death. 

“There could be some confu- 
sion in this case. During the au- 
topsy carried out in Portugal, the 
skull could have been open for 
investigation. The signs that the 
family say are from an axe blow 
could have been from that work 
carried out by the authorities,” he 
argued. 
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Minister Jose Soerates. 

Cavaco Silva has urged the 
main opposition Soeial Demo- 
crats (PSD), the party he once 
led, to seek a pivotal consensus 
with the government over its aus- 
terity budget proposal for next 
year. 

The PSD leadership was ex- 
pected to formalise its support for 


hispresidentialbid in coming days. 

Portuguese presidential cam- 
paigns are run in an individual 
fashion, rather than in a formal 
partisan manner. 

Cavaco Silva’ s main challenger 
is widely expected to be poet and 
veteran Socialist lawmaker 
Manuel Alegre, who was placed 
second in the last presidential 


election in 2006. 

Alegre has the support of the 
Socialists and the small Left Bloc 
party. 

Other candidates are Commu- 
nist Francisco Lopes, medical aid 
charity AMI founder Fernando 
Nobre, and independent Social- 
ist Defensor de Moura.

Cavaco Silva announces 
presidential re-election bid 


President Cavaco Silva on Tuesday announced, as had been widely forecast, that he would seek a 
second term as Portugal's head of state, saying it was his "duty" to help the country find solutions 
to its "extremely difficult" economic situation. 


A conservative economist, 
Cavaco Silva, 7 1 , will face four 
left-of-centre challengers when 
voters go to the polls on Janu- 
ary 23. 

Every president has won a sec- 
ond and final consecutive five- 
year term since Portugal’s de- 
mocracy-restoring “Carnation 
Revolution” in 1 974. 

“In the face of the extremely 
difficult situation in which Por- 
tugal finds itself, in the face of the 
uncertainties, and even anguish, 
felt by many Portuguese, I con- 
cluded that I had the duty to stand 
for reelection as President of the 
Republic”, Cavaco Silva said in a 
televised speech at Lisbon’s 
Belem Cultural Centre. 

In the address scheduled to 
coincide with prime-time evening 
news programmes, the former 
prime minister promised to run 
an “inexpensive” campaign out 
of respect for the country’ s finan- 
cial and economic plight. 

He pledged, if reelected, to 
work in a non-partisan manner 
with all parties and the minority 
Socialist government of Prime 


EU Parliament approves 
30-day deadline to pay a bill 


The standard deadline for 
paying bills will be 30 days un- 
der a deal with the Council en- 
dorsed by Parliament in a recent 
plenary session. 

The new rules are aimed to 
ensure that small firms no longer 
face financial problems due to the 
late payment of bills by public 
authorities or companies and 
bolster solvency, innovation and 
jobs. 

As a general mle, the deadline 
for both public and private sec- 
tors to pay abill for goods or serv- 
ices willnowbe 30days. For over 
ayear, the Parliament has pushed 
to secure more stringent and 
clear-cut rules on payment peri- 
ods. Parliament’s negotiators 
aimed to avoid loopholes and to 
ensure that any exceptions to the 
general deadline are restricted to 
special circumstances. 

The agreement, presented to 
Parliament as a “consolidated 
amendment” to the report by 
Parliament’ s rapporteur Barbara 
Weiler (S&D, DE), received 
broad backing from all political 
groups and was approved with 
612 votes in favour, 12 against 
and 21 abstentions. 

“This directive will pave the 
way for a whole new payment 
culture. Wehave aimed to ensure 
that the rights ofthe smaller com- 
panies are enforced in order to 
improve liquidity and create a 
better climate for investments 
intonewjobs”, saidMs Barbara 
Weiler. 

She stressed that Member 
States should not wait up to two 
years to put the new rules into 


effect, but begin transposing 
them into their national laws as 
of January 2011. 

For business-to-business 
payments the general deadline is 
30 days unless otherwise stated 
in the contract. If both parties 
agree, it is possible to go up to 60 
days. The payment period may 
be extendedbeyond 60 days only 
if ‘expressly agreed”by the credi- 
tor and the debtor in the contract 
and provided that it is not 
“grossly unfair” to the creditor. 

For public-to-business pay- 
ments the general deadline is 30 
days. If the two parties wish to 
extend the payment period, this 
has to be “expressly agreed” and 
“objectively justified in the light 
ofthe particular nature or features 
of the contracf’. Parliament 
fought hard to ensure that under 
no circumstances may the dead- 
line for public authorities to pay 
abill exceed 60 days. 

The European Parliament 
explained it pushed the Euro- 
pean Council to accept a statu- 
tory interest rate on overdue 
payments of the reference rate 
plus at least 8%. 

The creditor is also entitled to 
obtain from the debtor, as amini- 
mum, afixed sum of€40, as com- 
pensation for recovery costs. 

The agreement now needs to 
be formally adopted by the Eu- 
ropean Council. 

The new directive enters into 
force 20 days after its publication 
in the EU Official Journal. 

Member States will then have 
two years to implement the new 
measures. 


Portugal opposed to voting rights suspension for fiseal-rules 


breaching EU countries 


Portugal is opposed to a 
German-French proposal to 
suspend the voting rights in 
European institutions of na- 
tions with major imbalances in 
their national accounts. Foreign 
Minister Luis Amado was re- 
ported as saying by the Lusa 
News Agency this week out- 
side a European Union summit. 

“Portugal, as other member- 
states, does not accept the vot- 
ing-rights suspension as a con- 
ditionfortherevision ofthe Sta- 


bility and Growth Pact” of the 
EU, Minister Amado said. 

Germany’s Chancellor Angela 
Merkel and France’s President 
Nicolas Sarkozy propose a re- 
form ofthe Lisbon Treaty which 
would include harsh penalties for 
member-states that break the 
Union’ s fiscal rules. One of these 
penalties would be the loss of 
voting rights for repeated offend- 
ers. 

The idea is opposed by several 
countries with troubled public fi- 


nances, including Spain, Ireland, 
Italy and Portugal. 

Minister Amado says there 
are “other options” to deal with 
countries that post repeated “ex- 
cessive [budget] deficits” or al- 
low their national debt to rise 
uncontrollably. 

Nevertheless, the Portuguese 
F oreign Minister favors a strength- 
ening of the punishment for mem- 
ber-states that fail to keep their fis- 
cal commitments. 

“The last decade in the Mon- 
etary Union recommends a rein- 
forcement of the sanction mecha- 


nism”, Mr. Amado recognized in 
comments to the Lusa News 
Agency. 

Meanwhile, figures released by 
Eurostathave placed Portugal as the 
country with the fifth highest defi- 
cit in percentage ofGDP inEurope. 

Greece was not included in the 
figures. 

The highest rate was recorded 
in Ireland with a deficit of 1 4 .4%, 
followed by the United Kingdom 
( 1 1 .4%), Spain (11.1%), Latvia 
(10.2%), Portugal (9.3%), 
Lithuania (9.2%), Romania 
(8.6%), Slovakia (7.9%), France 


(7.5%) and Poland (7.2%). 

No Member State registered a 
government surplus in 2009. The 
lowest deficits were recorded in 
Luxembourg (0.7%), Sweden 
(0.9%) and Estonia (1.7%). 

Eleven Member States, had 
government debt ratios higher 
than 60% ofGDP in 2009: Italy 
(116.0%), Belgium (96.2%), 
Hungary (78.4%), France 
(78. 1%), Portugal (76. 1%), Ger- 
many (73.4%), Malta (68.6%), 
the United Kingdom (68.2%), 
Austria (67. 5%), Ireland (65 .5%) 
and the Netherlands (60.8%).

Outspoken Santarem Mayor 
Moita Flores launehed the pub- 
lie petition ‘In Defenee of the 
Festa Brava’ to defend the hon- 
our of the tradition and its eonti- 
nuity. 

His goal is to reaeh 100,000 
signatures by July 2011, and 
should the eurrent paee be main- 
tained, the target eould be reaehed 
before next summer. 

To put the amount of signa- 
tures into perspeetive, Moita 
Flores’ petition is eurrently the 
seeond highest-ranking petition 
aetively eireulating. 

On offieial publie petition 
website petigdopublica.com, 
where all ongoing petitions eanbe 
eonsulted and the amount of sig- 
natures viewed (last weekend’s 
pro-bullfighting signatures do 
not yet feature on the online ver- 
sion of the petition), the highest- 
ranking doeument- a petition to 
reduee the number of deputies in 
Portugal’s Parliament from 230 
to 180 - has 65,490 signatures. 
The seeond highest-ranking, to 
stop politieians and people in 
publie offiee from getting pen- 
sions before the age of 65, has 
49,362 signatures. 

A petition to stop tolls being 
introdueed on the Algarve ’ s A22 
motorway has gathered 7,703 
signatures, while one of the most 
reeent petitions, to ‘Bring the 
Twilight Saga Aetors to Portu- 
gal’ (and whieh needs 500 signa- 
tures to be taken into eonsidera- 
tion) has 340 followers. 

Two of the most eontroversial 
petitions launehed in Portugal, to 
review the law-ehange that al- 
lowed homosexuals to marry 
(submitted earlier this year after 
same-sex unions were legalised in 
2009) and againstthe legalising of 
abortions (submitted in 2003 
before the voluntary termina- 
tions of pregnaneies up to ten 


weeks were made legal in 2008), 
eolleeted 90,785 and 190,000 
signatures, respeetively. 

At the time of going to press a 
petition launehed ten days earlier 
to that of Moita Flores’ (on Au- 
gust 15th), ‘For the Abolition of 
Bullfights and All Speetaeles In- 
volving Bulls’, had 16,675 signa- 
tures. 

Created by the Party for Ani- 
mals and Nature (PAN - for- 
merly known as the PPA, Party 
for Animals), the petition looks 
to have Parliament ‘approve leg- 
islation in whieh all bullfights and 
speetaeles involving bulls are 
eompletely abolished from na- 
tional territory’. 

They also have the goal of 
reaehing 100,000 signatures. 

Moita Flores’ petition was 
given a signifieant boost when 
more than 50,000 people turned 
out for a bull-fighting extrava- 
ganza held this weekend in 
Santarem. 

The speetaele, whieh featured 
four different displays over two 
days, was held in the Santarem 
bullring, the Monumental 
Celestino Grapa. 

With a eapaeity for 12,380 
people the venue sold out for 
three of the four events. Tiekets 
were being sold at a symbolie 
priee of just €1 . All of the dem- 
onstrators partieipated for free 
and the bulls were bequeathed by 
the breeders. 

Many speetators - who 
floeked to the event in droves - 
signed the petition, giving it a sig- 
nifieant push. 

The next step in Moita Flores’ 
eampaign to keep bullfighting a 
living tradition is to meet with fel- 
low like-minded Mayors to ere- 
ate another pro-movement. A 
meeting with around 50 Mayors 
from regions “where aetivities 
linked to bulls have great eeo- 


nomie and soeial importanee” 
has been seheduled to take plaee 
inMoita, inNovember, a spokes- 
person for the petition explained. 

A third step in the eampaign 
aims to gain the baeking of “art- 
ists and intelleetuals who sup- 
port the Festa Brava”. 

“Part of the artistie movement 
represents the values that we 
defend very well”, the spokes- 
person said, predieting that the 
idea ‘ ‘eould result in great national 
exposure”. 

State Seeretary for Culture 
Elisio Summavielle was present 
at the bullfighting event held last 
weekend in Santarem and also 
signed Mayor Flores’ petition. 

For that he was paid homage 
during the event. 

Earlier this year the Ministry 
of Culture ereated a speeialised 
department dedieated to bull- 
fighting, a move praised by some 
and eondemned by others. 

In Portugal there are elear in- 
dieations that the opinion-divid- 
ing tradition is still widely re- 
garded by many as a eustom to 
be maintained. 

Aeeording to data from the 


General Inspeetorate for Cultural 
Aetivities (IGAC), more than 
600,000 people watehed a live 
bullfight last year. 

On its introduetory note from 
a 2009 report the IGAC states: 
“The bullfighting speetaele in 


Portugal represents a seeular tra- 
dition that has an important eul- 
tural expression as well as signifi- 
eant expression eoneeming the 
number of speetators it mobilises 
within all aetivities related to it”. 

Last year 1 87 bullfights were 


held, the majority of whieh took 
plaee in the popular tourist des- 
tination of Albufeira (Algarve). 

These and other speetaeles in- 
volving bulls, ofwhieh there were 
3 13 in total, were watehed by a 
total of 663,033 speetators.

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TUI follows 
Thomas Cook in 
dropping Algarve 

H Two of the world's biggest travel operators, TUI and Thomas Cook, have 
recently dealt a considerable blow to the Algarve's struggling tourism 
industry by cancel ling winter operations to the region. Furthermore, it 
has emerged that a leading hotel association is preparing legal action 
against Thomas Cookfor making "unilateral" decisions. 


Earlier this month The Por- 
tugal News broke the news 
that leading travel eompany 
Thomas Cook had left the tra- 
ditionally popular winter des- 
tination of the Algarve off its 
2010 seasonal programme. 

At the time a spokesperson 
for the eompany told The 
Portugal News that the desti- 
nation had been exeluded due to 
“a eombination of factors”. 

“The Thomas Cook brand 
won’t be chartering into Faro 
until April, but we have alter- 
natives for our customers who 
want to travel to that region”, 
the representative explained. 

Now reports state that coun- 
terpart TUI has followed suit 
in terminating travel to the Al- 
garve during the low-season. 

Regional entities believe the 
dual decision could signal bank- 
ruptcy for many local tour op- 
erators. 

As of this month Thomas 
Cook’s operations to the Al- 
garve from the UK, Ireland and 
Scandinavia will no longer be 
active. 

“ W e will notice a lack in cli- 
ents until May from what was 
the first travel agency in the 
world”, saidEliderico Viegas, 
President of the Algarve Asso- 
ciation for Hotels and Tourist 
Resorts (AHETA), making 
reference to Thomas Cook’s 
founding in 1851. 

Competition from low-cost 
carriers and a growing prefer- 
ence for emerging but more eco- 
nomic destinations like Tur- 
key, where families can enjoy 
“all-inclusive holidays” at 
budget prices, are indicated as 
providing hefty competition 
to traditional winter-sun des- 
tinations such as the Algarve 
and Spain’s ‘Costas’. Also, 
people are “more willing to 
take flights that may be a little 
longer [than standard short- 
haul] but the good weather is 
guaranteed”, the Thomas 
Cook source said. 

The representative was ada- 
mant that the Algarve is still 
one of the company’s most 
popular destinations “from 
Easter onwards”, but ex- 
plained that the programmes 
“are reviewed based on past 
figures, and then tweaked”. 

Nuno Aires, head of the Re- 
gional Algarve Tourism Board, 
stressed how over the past ten 
years the Algarve has already 
lost some three million nights 
that should have been spent by 
foreign tourists in the region 
“largely because of the 
changes in strategies by these 
two tour operators [TUI and 
Thomas Cook] who started to 


invest in markets outside of 
Europe”. 

It is now suggested that 
AHETA will take legal action 
against Thomas Cook as the 
operator “also decided to make 
a unilateral discount” of five 
percent on billing from the 
months of August and Sep- 
tember. 

A Thomas Cook spokesper- 
son confirmed to The Portu- 
gal News this week “we are 
aware of the situation”, but 
said that they were “not able 
to comment” on it. 

Eliderico Viegas described 
the situation as being “inad- 
missible and without justifica- 
tion”, adding that the cuts were 
made via a “pseudo marketing 
campaign”, claiming it was an 
“unprecedented, abusive and 
perfectly unacceptable atti- 
tude.” 

As an alternative, Elderico 
Viegas believes it is necessary 
to re-equate promotion and 
sales strategies, “seeking to es- 
tablish a direct relationship 
with clients, via the Internet”. 

He encouraged his associates 
to “keep abreast of the situa- 
tions” and to give the rights of 
hoteliers as much worth as pos- 
sible by applying “all legally- 
allowed means”. 

Meanwhile Portugal’s State 
Secretary for Tourism has sug- 
gested that low-cost carriers 


such as Ryanair and easyJet 
could help fill the void left by 
Thomas Cook and TUI. 

It has been estimated that the 
tour operators’ retraction from 
the Algarve is equal to the can- 
cellation of some 20,000 seats 
to the Algarve. 

However, easyJet’s nine 
routes to Faro in addition to 
Ryanair’s 18 new routes to 
and from the region mean a to- 
tal of 500,000 seats will be 
provided by the two airlines 
during winter. 

Tourism Secretary Bernardo 
Trindade said: “The impact of 
the cancellations is around 
20,000 seats during this win- 
ter. Now, that evaluation can- 
not be made in an isolated fash- 
ion. We must compare it with 
the 500,000 seats that (...) are 
available to the Algarve [cour- 
tesy of easyJet and Ryanair] .” 

“It also means that the Al- 
garve has never had as much 
available winter capacity as 
what it will have during the win- 
ter of 2010/2011”, he con- 
cluded.

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First day of Sunday shopping exceeds expectations 



Last Sunday, October 24^^ was the first 
Sunday this year that Portuguese 
hypermarkets have been allowed to 
remain open dueto an extended 
timetable. 


Consumers told Lusa News 
Ageney journalists that shop- 
ping on Sunday afternoons “is 
more eonvenienf 

In turn, hypermarkets prediet 
more shoppers and a rise in tak- 
ings. 

Manager of the Jumbo hyper- 
market in Allf agide, Rui T eixeira, 
estimated that weekend shop- 
pers eould inerease by between 
40 and 5 0 pereent, whieh will re- 
fleet in revenue. 

Normally, on weekends, es- 
tablishments like Jumbo eanreap 
in the region of €600,000 and 
€700,000, on average. 

Rui Teixeira said it was “too 
early” to have a elear notion of 
how remaining open on Sunday 
afternoons will appeal to the 
publie. From this past weekend 
hypermarkets will be able to stay 
open until midnight on Sundays 


and bank holidays. 

He added “We had many re- 
quests to extend our opening 
hours, but many elients didn’t 
know that we eouldn’t open be- 
eause ofalegalrestrietion.” 

The new timetable has implied 
a re-shuffling of staff that eould 
entail the reemitment of 400 new 
staff members in the 22 Jumbo 
establishments alone, as of next 
year. 

Continente and Pao de A 9 uear 
hypermarkets (establishments 
with a floor spaee of over 2,000 
square metres) will also remain 
open until midnight on Sundays. 

The Portuguese Assoeiation 
for Distribution Companies has 
estimated that by harmonising 
the establishments’ timetables 
some 8,000 jobs will be ereated 
and an extra €2.5 billion in rev- 
enue will be generated by 20 1 7 . 


Honest citizen 
hands in wallet 
full of cash 



A Portuguese immigrant was relieved to 
be reunited with his lost wallet, 
containing 8,000 Swiss Francs, which was 
handed in to the authorities by an honest 
citizen on Sunday. 


“I was very lucky. Losing this 
money would have meant that I 
couldn’t pay my mortgage or 
even buy Christmas presents for 
my children this year. Thank 
goodness I got it back and there 
are good people in this world,” 
said the man, who asked not to 
be named.

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Retail thefts in Portugal 
amount to €383 million 

Crime has cost Portugal's retail industry around €383 
million in oneyear,accordingto a study published by 
the global retail theft barometer. 


This study, sponsored by 
Checkpoint Systems, aimed to 
monitor the cost of unknown 
losses caused by thefts, admin- 
istrative errors and crimes com- 
mitted by staff in the retail in- 
dustry between July 2009 and 
June 2010. 

According to the worldwide 
study, Portugal was ranked 
sixth in Europe with the lowest 
amount of unknown losses. 
Similar to previous years, Por- 
tugal ’ s unblown losses remain 
below the European and global 
averages. 

In 20 1 0, the world’ s retail in- 


dustry lost €87.506 million 
through crime or administrative 
errors, a decrease of 5 .6 percent 
compared to the previous year. 

The study revealed that 
losses from unknown causes 
decreased in every region ana- 
lysed, with the largest decrease 
beingintheUS. Indiaoverallhad 
the greatest percentage of loss at 
2.72 percent, while T aiwan had 
the smallest with 0.87 percent. 

Joshua Bamfield, author of 
the study, said that crime in the 
retail industry costs European 
families around €140.65 per 
year.

The Galician Chamber of Commerce filed a complaint with the European Commission against 
Portugal's new toll roads scheme, arguing in a Tuesday press statement that it violates the European 
principleofthefreecirculation of goodsand people. 


Prime Minister Socrates 
signed a new round of economic 
agreements with visiting Ven- 
ezuelan President Hugo Chavez 
on Sunday at the northern city of 
Viana doCastelo. 

The prime ministernotedthat, 
in 2007, Portuguese- Venezuelan 
trade was limited to importing oil 
from Venezuela and “under€20 
million in exports”. 

In 20 1 0, Portugal’ s exports to 
V enezuela reachedC 100 million 
in the first nine months of the year, 
Mr. Socrates said. 

“This development of the eco- 
nomic ties in the last two years 
honours the historic friendship 
tying our two countries and our 
two governments”, the prime 
minister said. 

The two leaders signed agree- 
ments on shipping, construction 
and computing - the latter a deal 
to sell another 1 . 5 million Portu- 
guese-built “Magellan” comput- 
ers, one of Mr. Socrates’ signa- 
ture projects. 

Hugo Chavez told reporters 
that the Magellan computer is 
“marvellous”, adding that “every 
Venezuelan child will have one”. 

“They are not a gift to chil- 
dren. That would be like saying 
that the gun you hand to a soldier 
when he reports to barracks is a 
gift. It’s atool, amarvelloustool”. 
President Chavez said, adding 
that the free distribution of com- 
puters to school-age children is 
“part of one of the Bolivarian 
revolution’s most noble princi- 
ples: education, a revolution of 
critical thinking”. 

Chavez added that he offered 
a Magellan computer 
(rechristened “Canaima” in Ven- 
ezuela) to Syria’s First Lady in 
his recent trip to that Middle- 
Eastern country. 

Syria was one of the stops in a 


tour that took President Chavez 
to Russia, Belarus, Iran and Por- 
tugal. 

President Chavez meanwhile 
also praised Portugal’s “major 
contribution towards global de- 
velopment” in the renewable en- 
ergy field. 

“This sort of energy is the fu- 
ture. Some day, oil will end in this 
planet - let’s hope it happens in 
3500 - but some day it will end, 
and we will need to prepare for 
the post-oil era”, the Venezuelan 
leader said. 

Meanwhile, President Hugo 
Chavez said Tuesday that around 
of business and trade agreements 
signed with Portugal and other 
nations are “legitimate and trans- 
parent”. 

In a televised address to the 
nation, he described andjustified 
a series of deals signed in a recent 
trip that took him to Russia, 
Belarus, Ukraine, Iran, Syria and 
Portugal. 

Critics in the Venezuelan press 
charged Mr. Chavez with trading 
oil for political support in his on- 
going war of words with the 
United States. 

“Nobody can say we’re offer- 
ing anything, not a drop of oil”, 
he said. 

The Venezuelan President 
mentioned the agreements signed 
with Portugal’s Prime Minister 
Jose Socrates last weekend, of- 
fering as an example the acquisi- 
tion of “a tremendous 
ferry[boat]”. 

“We’re sending oil and oil-de- 
rived products [to Portugal] and 
the [related revenues] will go into 
a fund. [Lisbon] pays a percent- 
age, the other percentage, 20 per- 
cent, goes into a fund through 
which we will finance many 
things”. President Chavez said.

Speed causes 20 
percent of young 
driver accidents 


Call for EU-wide ban on 
ecstasy-like drug mephedrone 

The European Commission has cal led for a dangerous ecstasy-like drug 
thatisstill legal in 12 EU countries, including Portugal, to be banned. 


The risk of death from a traffic accident in people 
aged between 18and 24in Portugal istwicethat of all 
other age groups. 


The Commissionhas asked 
the EU Member States to 
stop the free spread of the drug 
‘mephedrone’ across Europe 
by submitting it to control 
measures. Mephedrone is al- 
ready illegal in 1 5 EU coun- 
tries. It has been linked to at 
least 37 deaths in the UK and 
Ireland alone. 

“Mephedrone is a danger- 
ous drug that is available 
online and on the street comer. 
People have already died be- 
cause of this dmg, so I urge 
governments to move fast to 
control and criminalise it,” 
said Vice-President Viviane 
Reding, the EU’s Justice 
Commissioner. 

“We have a responsibility 
to protect young people 
against dangerous new 
psychoactive substances like 


mephedrone.” 

Two fatalities have been re- 
ported in the EU in which 
mephedrone appears to be the 
sole cause of death. 

There are at least another 37 
deaths in the UK and Ireland 
alone in which mephedrone has 
been detected in post-mortem 
samples. 

The Commission’s proposal 
today would ban the manufactur- 
ing and the marketing of 
mephedrone, submitting it to 
criminal sanctions all over Europe. 

EU governments must now 
decide on whether to put these 
measures into force, voting by a 
qualified majority in the Council. 

Mephedrone is a stimulant 
whose physical effects are com- 
parable to those produced by ec- 
stasy (MDMA) or cocaine. It is 
mostly sold as powder, but also 


as capsules or tablets, on the 
internet, from ‘head shops’ 
and from street-level dealers. 

A scientific risk assessment 
carried out by the Lisbon- 
based European Monitoring 
Centre on Drugs and Drug 
Addiction (EMCDDA) 
showed that mephedrone can 
cause acute health problems 
and lead to dependency, while 
a few fatalities related to its use 
have been reported across Eu- 
rope. 

Mephedrone has no estab- 
lished medical value or other 
known legitimate purpose. It 
is a controlled substance in 1 5 
EU countries: Austria, Bel- 
gium, Denmark, Estonia, 
France, Germany, Ireland, 
Italy, Latvia, Luxembourg, 
Malta, Poland, Romania, Swe- 
den and the UK. 


The Galician Chamber 
(ECG), representing business- 
men from Spain’s northwest- 
ern region of Galicia, joined an 
outcry over the Portuguese 
government introduction of 
tolls in previously pay-free 
motorways (known in Portu- 
gal by the Scut acronym). 

Lisbon decided to impose 
tolls on Scut roads (mainly in 
Northern Portugal, in regions 
bordering Galicia) in order to 
raise revenues to quell its 
budget crisis. 

For technical reasons, it is 
not viable to build toll booths 
on Scut roads; cash or bank card 
payments are thus impossible. 
Drivers - including foreigners 
- are forced to acquire an elec- 
tronic devise for automatic 
payment. 

The scheme has been 
harshly criticised in northern 
Portugal. 

ECG argues that the new 
tolls will “greatly damage” 
Galician companies. The com- 
plaint also cites discounts for 
local residents as another 
source of “unequal treatment”. 

ECG is seeking support 
from Portugal’s and Spain’s 
chambers of commerce in its 
complaint.

“Y oung people don’t want 
campaigns forced upon 
them,” said Portugal’s secre- 
tary of state for youths and 
sport, Laurentino Dias, at the 
opening of a twoday work- 
shop organised by the Portu- 
guese Road Accident Preven- 
tion Group (PRP) in Lisbon on 
Monday. 

This workshop, gathered 
members form various organi- 
zations that work with or have 
a link to road safety to brain 
storm a strategy to reduce the 
number of road deaths in young 
drivers agedbetween 1 8 and 24, 
which account for 1 6 percent of 
all road deaths in Portugal. 

Anabela Simoes, a specialist 
from Coimbra’ s engineering in- 
stitute said that “limits are 
tested during youth,” although 
despite youngsters having 
faster reaction times, they do 
not have the automatic reac- 
tions that are learnt through 
experience. She adds that 
younger drivers interpret risks 
as being of lesser importance 
and are easily distracted. 

According to her, speed is the 


cause of 20 per cent of acci- 
dents among young drivers, 
which occur most often at 
night and on weekends. 

Drugs and alcohol are also 
high on the list of causes of 
young driver accidents as well 
as the number of passengers in 
a vehicle. More recent habits 
such as talking on a mobile 
phone or reading or writing 
text messages have not yet 
been taken into account in the 
road accident statistics in Por- 
tugal, however “they are a very 
common habit among young 
drivers,” said Anabela Simoes 

The aim of the two day 
workshop therefore is to cre- 
ate an awareness-raising net- 
work for young people, by 
young people. This initiative 
has been named “Vamos 18- 
24.” 

Willem Vlakveld, a Dutch 
specialist who was invited to 
speak at the workshop on 
Monday said that young peo- 
ple’s driving abilities are not 
the determining factor, what 
is, is their ability to use them 
in the right circumstances.”

Very few rules exist to deter- 
mine which actions should be 
taken by authorities in the case 
of a banking crisis.

The 
European Commission has re- 
sponded to this problem by set- 
ting out its plans for an EU 
framework for crisis manage- 
ment in the financial sector. 
These pave the way for legisla- 
tion due by spring 2011 which 
will create a comprehensive cri- 
sis management framework for 
banks and investment firms. 

Internal Market and Services 
Commissioner Michel Bamier 
said: “First, we must try to 
avoid a financial crisis in the fu- 
ture. That is why our work to 
make the banking sector 
stronger and to create a real su- 
pervisory framework is so im- 
portant. But banks will still face 
difficulties in the future. They 
might even fail and should be al- 
lowed to do so”, he said. 

“We need to make sure that 
they can do so without bringing 
down the whole financial sys- 
tem, or risking that taxpayers are 
called on to pay the costs. No 
bank should be “too big to fail” 
or too interconnected to fail. 


That is why we need a clear 
framework which ensures au- 
thorities throughout Europe are 
well prepared to deal with banks 
in difficulty and handle possible 
bank failures in an orderly man- 
ner. That is the aim of today’s 
plans.” 

The Commission’s Commu- 
nication sets out the main ele-

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Taxation of Pensions in Portugal 

Part n° 4 - Social Security Pensions: Comprehensive Rules by Dennis Swing Greene. 
This is the 4th of a 5-part series on assessment of Private, Social Security and Public 
Pensions in Portugal 


When examining the appli- 
eationof Soeial Seeurity Pen- 
sions in different eountries 
around the European Union, 
the following important rules 
will apply: 

Aggregation - If you didn’t 
work long enough to qualify 
for a pension in a eountry 
where you worked, you will 
receive credit for these periods 
in other countries where you 
worked and contributed. For 
example, you moved to Portu- 
gal after a long career in the 
UK. Having workedhere for 6 
months, you decide to retire. 
While these contributions will 
not be sufficient for a Portu- 
guese Social Security pension, 
they will count towards your 
Old Age Pension in the UK. 

Residence or Stay Abroad 
- Y our old age pension will be 
paid to you regardless ofwhere 
you stay or reside within the 
European Union or the Euro- 
pean Economic Area without 
any reduction, modification or 
suspension. This applies to 
former workers as well as to all 
pensioners residing in another 
State. 

Non-Contributory Pen- 
sions - This principle does not 
apply to certain special ben- 
efits which are not based on 
contributions. In most cases, 
they are means-tested (i.e. paid 
to persons whose pensions are 
below a certain level). These 


benefits are paid to you as long 
as you reside in the State con- 
cerned. For example, guaranteed 
income forthe elderly in Belgium, 
the supplementary allowance 
from the National Solidarity Fund 
in France, and non-contributory 
old age pensions in Ireland and 
Portugal. In other words, pay- 
ment of these benefits will be sus- 
pended if you transfer your resi- 
dence to another State, which 
will then grant you the corre- 
sponding benefit, even if you 
have never worked there . 

For example, you live in Por- 
tugal, where you receive a non 
contributory old-age pension. At 
the age of 70, you decide to move 
to France. What happens? Por- 
tugal will suspend payment of 
your non-contributory old age 
pension, but France must grant 
you the supplementary allow- 
ance from the National Solidar- 
ity Fund. 

You Have Been Insured in 
One Single Country - In this 
case, the amount ofyourpension 
will be calculated in accordance 
with the legislation of that coun- 
try in exactly the same way as for 
its own nationals. It does not 
matter whether or not you reside 
in that country when you reach 
pensionable age. 

You Have Been Insured in 
More Than One Country - Y on 
will get a pension from every 
State where you were insured for 
at least one year. These pensions 


will correspond to the insur- 
ance periods completed in each 
of the States concerned. 

For example, you were in- 
sured for 10 years in Austria, 
for25 years iuBelgium, and for 
5 years in Member State Por- 
tugal. This means that you were 
insured for 40 years in total 
before youreachedpensionable 
age. Austria will calculate the 
amount of pension you would 
be entitled to after 40 years of 
insurance in that State. It will 
then pay you the amount cor- 
responding to your actual pe- 
riods of insurance, i.e. 10/40 (or 
1/4) of this amount. Similarly, 
Belgium will pay you25/40 (or 
5/8) of the amount you would 
be entitled to in that State after 
40 years of insurance. Finally, 
Portugal will pay you 5/40 (or 
1/8) of the amount you would 
have been entitled to in that 
State after 40 years of insur- 
ance.

QROPS 

A QROPS is an overseas pen- 
sion scheme into whichUKprivate 
pension rights can be transferred. 
UK non-residents, or those plan- 
ning to become non-resident in the 
next 12 months, can apply to trans- 
fer their pension scheme into a 
QROPS. Applicants must be aged 
between 18 and 75. 

The scheme has to meet certain 
criteria set outby HMRevenue and 
Customs (HMRC) and act as if it 
were a UK scheme for QROPS 
members who have been resident 
in the UK at any time in the previ- 
ous five tax years. 

A QROPS transfer is not sub- 
jecttotaxationunless itexceeds hfe- 
time allowances, currently £1.8 
million (in 20 10/201 1 tax year).

Whilst a QROPS is by defini- 
tion a QNUPS, a QNUPS doesn’t 
have to be a QROPS and can offer 
further advantages to UK taxpay- 
ers, offering a widerrange of invest- 
ments. 

It is important to note that, 
whilst non-investment regulated 
QROPS can be transferred to a 
QNUPS, regulated QROPS face a 
55% charge for an unauthorised 
payment, so regulated QROPS 
must first be moved into a non- 
regulated QROPS before the trans- 
fer to a QNUPS. 

QNUPS are available to people 
who are either UKresident, orresi- 
dent elsewhere in the world but 
have retained their UK domicile 
status for IHT.

Luxury Japanese car brand 
Lexus is recalling 1 00 cars from 
Portugal in order to inspect and 
replace two parts, a connector for 
fuel inj ection and a part connected 
to the break motor. 

This recall comes after the 
brand owner Toyota Motors 
announced that it will have to re- 
call 1.53 million Lexus , Avalon 
and other models, especially in 
the US and Japan, to checkthe fuel 
injectionpipe connector and leak- 


ing of break fluid. 

In Portugal, 16 GS3 00 models 
produced between September 
2004 and February 2006 have 
been affected by the connector 
issue. 

In a statement, Toyota says: 
“there have not been any reports 
from national clients, or any ac- 
cident related to the situation.” 

The replacement work takes 
three hours and is free of charge 
to the client. 


Around 80 GS300 and IS 250/ 
220d models produced between 
September 2004 as December 
2005 as well as RX 300/330 mod- 
els produced between February 
2003 and November 2005 have 
been affected in Portugal by the 
brake motor fault. 

This work is expected to take 
around two hours.

The legislature also discussed 
a citizens’ petition with 13,000 
signatures protesting the holding 
of the summit in the Portuguese 
capital.

Military to prune 
3,000 next year 

Portugal's defence minister said Friday the 3,000 
contracted military personnel to be cut under the 
government's proposed austerity budget would be 
phased out over one year by controlling recruitment 
in 2011. 

“It’s not a matter of reduc- 
tion in ‘stock’, but a question 
of regulating the flow of recruit- 
ment” next year, Augusto 
Santos Silva toldjoumalists. 

He said the drawdown would 
be shared among all three 
branches of the Armed Forces 
in dialogue with the respective 
chiefs of staff. 

The minister also said that a 
proposed 1 8% cut in funds for 
the military’ s health assistance 


programme left “adequate” fi- 
nancing and that the planned 
transfer of the military pension 
programme to the general pub- 
lic employees scheme would 
keep all benefits intact. 

The government aims to cut 
this year’s projected deficit of 
7.6% to 4.6% in 2011, pro- 
posed belt-tightening that in- 
volves heavy spending cuts and 
some tax hikes.

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Portugal falls in press freedom index 



The annual Press Freedom Index published 
by Reporters Without Borders has placed 
Portugal ten places lower than the ranking 
it was awarded last year, and has been 
overtaken by its former colony Cape Verde 
on the list. 


“Our latest world press free- 
dom index contains welcome sur- 
prises, highlights sombre realities 
and confirms certain trends,” 
Reporters Without Borders sec- 
retary-general Jean-Franpois 
Julliard said as his organisation 
issued its ninth annual index. 

“More than ever before, we see 
that economic development, insti- 
tutional reform and respect for 
fundamental rights do not neces- 
sarily go hand in hand. The de- 
fence of media freedom continues 
to be abattle, abattle ofvigilance 
in the democracies of old Europe 
and a battle against oppression 
and injustice in the totalitarian re- 
gimes still scattered across the 
globe. 

“It is disturbing to see several 
European Union member coun- 
tries continuing to fall in the index. 
If it does not pull itself together, 
the European Union risks losing 
its position as world leader in re- 
spect for human rights”, adding: 
“There is an urgent need for the 
European countries to recover 
their exemplary status.” 

Reporters Without Borders 
has repeatedly expressed its con- 
cern about the deteriorating press 
freedom situation in the European 
Union and the 2010 index con- 


firms this trend. Thirteen of the 
EU’s 27 members are in the top 
20 but some of the other 14 are 
very low in the ranking. 

Portugal is 40* Italy is 49th, 
Romania is 52nd and Greece and 
Bulgaria are tied at 7 0th. The Eu- 
ropean Union is not ahomogenous 
whole as regards media freedom. 
On the contrary, the gap between 
good and bad performers contin- 
ues to widen. 

There has been no progress in 
several countries where Report- 
ers Without Borders pointed out 
problems. They include, above 
all, France and Italy, where events 
of the past year - violation of the 
protection of journalists’ 
sources, the continuing concen- 
tration of media ownership, dis- 
plays of contempt and impa- 
tience on the part of government 
officials towards journalists and 
their work, and judicial sum- 
monses - have confirmed their 
inability to reverse this trend. 

Several countries share first 
place in the index again. This year 
it is Finland, Iceland, Nether- 
lands, Norway, Sweden and Swit- 
zerland. They have all previously 
held this honour since the index 
was created in 2002 . Norway and 
Iceland have always been among

the countries sharing first posi- 
tion except in 2 006 (Norway) and 
2009 (Iceland). These six coun- 
tries, according to Reporters 
Without Borders, set an example 
in the way they respect journal- 
ists and news media and protect 
them from judicial abuse. 

In recent years. Reporters 
Without Borders drew particu- 
lar attention to the three coun- 
tries that were always in the last 
three positions - Eritrea, North 
Korea and Turkmenistan. This 
year, a bigger group of ten coun- 
tries - marked by persecution of 
the media and a complete lack of 


news and information - are 
clumped together at the bottom. 

It is worth noting that, for the 
first time since the start of the in- 
dex in 2002, Cuba is not one of 
the 10 last countries. This is due 
above all to the release of 1 4 j our- 
nalists and 22 activists in the 
course of the past summer. But 
the situation on the ground has 
not changed significantly. Politi- 
cal dissidents and independent 
journalists still have to deal with 
censorship and repression on a 
daily basis. 

Freedom is not allowed any 
space in Burma, where a parlia- 


mentary election is due to be held 
next month, and the rare attempts 
to provide news or information 
are met with imprisonment and 
forced labour. 

Finally, in Afghanistan, Paki- 
stan, Somalia and Mexico, coun- 
tries either openly at war or in a 
civil war or some other kind of in- 
ternal conflict, we see a situation 
of permanent chaos and a culture 
of violence and impunity taking 
root in which the press has be- 
come a favourite target. 

Meanwhile, the Cape Verdean 
government reactedproudly at the 
news it was the highest ranking 


Portuguese-speaking country in 
the Index (26*). 

“The government is proud that 
Cape V erde had such a significant 
improvement in the ranking, thus 
proving the country enjoys real 
freedom of the press, which is a 
fundamental value requiring eve- 
ryone’ s effort”, a government 
statement read. 

Cape V erde is not only the high- 
estranking among the eight Com- 
munity of Portuguese Language 
Countries members, but also the 
second highest ranking among 
African nations, below only Na- 
mibia (22nd).

Comparing Laptop 
Computers 

You’ve decided that you need 
anew laptop. Y our old one is big, 
bulky, and runs out of battery life 
quicker than you can snap your 
fingers. It is simply time to up- 
grade. 

The good news is that laptops 
are constantly becomingmore af- 
fordable and more powerful. The 
bad news is that the market is big- 
ger than ever, which means you 
have to choose from a wider vari- 
ety of options. To decide what 
you want you must compare 
laptop computers, but there are so 
many laptops available that it can 
be hard to determine where to 


start. In this article I will help you 
compare laptop computers by fo- 
cusing on specific attributes like 
the processor, the display and the 
battery. Once you know more 
about the parts that make up a 
laptop you’ll have an easier time 
deciding on which laptop to buy. 

The Processor 

The processor (CPU) is the 
most important piece ofhardware 
the average buyer should focus on 
when he or she needs to compare 
laptop computers. The reason for 
this is that the processor plays a 
largerole inhowquicklyyour com- 
puter can perform most tasks. 

AMD and Intel are the two ma- 
jor processor companies in to- 


day’s mar- 
ket. Intel has 
the best products in terms of ab- 
solute performance and battery 
life. However, AMD produces 
better value for money proces- 
sors. The Lenovo ThinkPadEdge, 
for example, is cheaper when 
configured with an AMD proces- 
sor. 

The number of cores on your 
laptop’sprocessorwillhave abig 
impact on performance. A core is 
aprocessing unit capable of inde- 
pendently executing code. Most

This is 
fine for laptops with a display 
size of 14 inches or smaller, but 
you’ll also find this on many 1 5 
inch laptops. Laptops of that size 
are oflenbetterwithahigherreso- 
lution, such as 1600x900, but not 
all large laptops give you that op- 
tion. 

Ports and Connections 

Don’t forget to check the avail- 
able connections when making a 
laptop comparison. Some 
laptops will have numerous con- 
nections, such as FireWire, USB 
2.0 andHDMI, making it easier to 
plug in peripherals like portable 
hard drives, digital cameras and 
evenHDTV’s. Make sure that the 
laptop has a decent amount of 
connections to handle all of your 
current peripherals before you 
buy. 

Battery Life 

Battery life may or may not be 
important when making your 
laptop comparison. Consider 
how you will use your laptop and 
how often it will be used away 
from a power point. If it is always 
going to be plugged in you don’t 
need to worry about battery life. 
This means you can buy the fast- 
est, biggest laptop that you can 
afford. 

If you do use your laptop away 
from a power point, how often do 
you/will you do so? Will you be 
using it for an hour on the couch? 
Three hours at a local coffee shop? 
Six hours during a work day? 

Also, keep inmind thatthebat- 
tery life figures quoted in market- 
ing materials are typically best- 
case scenarios. They are usually 
20% more than what you can 
achieve in the real-world. Read 
reviews about the laptops you are 
considering to buy in order to find 
out how the true battery life 
stacks up to the claims. 

Conclusion 

These are the most important 
variables to consider when you are 
thinking ofbuying a laptop. There 
are others, of course - such as the 
laptop’s design and weight - but 
these tend to be less important. 
Comparing laptops based on the 
information in this article should 
help you to narrow the field down 
to just a few... 


of today’s laptops are dual-core 
models, as this offers a balanced 
compromise between perform- 
ance and battery life. However, 
some larger laptops have quad- 
core processors. These are very 
fast, and good for laptops that 
will always be plugged into a 
power point. Quad-core laptops 
typically last no more than two 
hours before arecharge isneeded, 
and even that is stretching it. 

Clock speed which is measured 
in hertz (e.g. 2.8GHz) is a meas- 
ure of how quickly a computer 
completes basic computations 
and operations. It has somewhat 
importance but the architecture 
(the underlying design) of proc- 
essors has the biggest impact on 
performance. To make things 
easier I have listed the most com- 
monprocessors below and ranked 
them in terms of performance 
from slowest to fastest.

RAM 

Another component you might 
consider when you compare 
laptop computers is the RAM. 
This is much easier to compare 
than processors. The more RAM 
the better. 2GB of RAM is better 
than 1GB. Yes, there are differ- 


ent speeds of RAM 
available, butreal-world 
performance variances 
between RAM speeds 
is so small that there 
is no need to 
worry about 
it. 

Generally 
speaking, you should 
not settle for less than 2GB of 
RAM in anything except for a 
netbook. 4GB of RAM is prefer- 
able. 


Graphics 

Y ou should never forget graph- 
ics whenmaking alaptop compari- 
son unless you truly have no in- 
tentions to ever run any games on 
it. There is a massive difference 
between the fastest and slowest 
graphic cards, so it is important to 
buy a laptop with a graphics card 
that fits your needs. 

The most basic form of graph- 
ics is integrated graphics. These 
types of graphic processors share 
system memory. Examples in- 
clude Nvidia’s 9400M, the ATI 
HD 3200/4200, and Intel HD 
graphics. Although there are some 
performance differences between 
these various brands, the truth of 
the matter is you will not have an 
enj oyable gaming experience with 
any type of integrated graphic 
solution. 

You should rather look for a 
dedicated graphics solution when 
making your laptop comparison. 
A dedicated graphics processor 
has its own memory. The most 
basic dedicated solutions include 
the Nvidia 3 1 OM and ATI Radeon 
5470. These are capable of play- 
ing most games at low definition 
settings . For a real gaming experi- 
ence you’ll need something 
beefier, such as the Nvidia 3 3 OM 
GPU or ATI Radeon 5730. 
Display 

It is easy to forget about the 
display when making a laptop 
comparison, but you should al- 
ways consider it before buying. 
The display is whatyou’ll be star- 
ing at for as long as you use the 
laptop, so it should be a good one. 

Most displays are very glossy. 
This makes colors appear more 
vivid and also makes the laptop 
appear more attractive when not 
in use (i.e. when it is in a store). 
However, glossy displays are hard 
to use outdoors and in brightly lit 
rooms. Matt displays provide 
less attractive visuals, but they 
don’t create distracting reflec- 
tions. Matt displays are rare - 
you’ll usually have to buy abusi- 
ness-oriented laptop like a 
Lenovo Thinkpad if you want 
one. 

The display resolution is also 
important. Most PC users assume 
alarger display will be able to dis- 
play more information, but that 
isn’t the case. It is the resolution - 
the number of pixels on the screen 
- thatmakes itpossibleto display 
more information. If you increase 
a display’ s size, but don’t increase 
the resolution, you’ll simply dis- 
play the same amount of informa- 
tion in a larger area.

Like fish that never notice the 
medium they swim in, people 
tend not to remark upon this fa- 
miliar aspect of their media envi- 
ronment. I didn’t really become 
aware of it myself until I flew into 
Canadaafewyears ago, got acopy 
ofthe Globe and Mail, “Canada’s 
NationalNewspaper,” and found 
that every single story on the two 
pages of foreignnews it offers was 
about the Middle East. 

Eight or nine stories, about Iran 
and Afghanistan, Israel and Pales- 
tine, oil and refugees and Iraq. 
Canadahas troops in Afghanistan, 
so maybe that one is understand- 
able, but there was no big war on, 
no vast crisis, just business as 
usual. Y et all the stories that might 
have been there about Latin 
America, Europe, Africa and Asia 
had been crowded out by Middle 
Eastern stories. I doubt that any- 
body at the paper even noticed 
how weird that was. 

This is aphenomenonthat cries 
out for an explanation, and it’ s not 
easy to find a credible one. It’s 
certainly not oil, which is the lazy 
explanation. Oil is quite impor- 
tant in the global economy, and the 
Middle East has a large share ofthe 
market and an evenbigger share of 
thereserves. Butit’sbeen37 years 
since the oil-rich Arab states once 
refused to sell their oil, and they 
couldn’t do that again. 

Not WOULDN’T; it’s not a 
question of trust. COULDN’T, 
because it would cause far too 
much disruption in their own 
economies. The 1973 oil embargo 
took place at a time when most of 
the major Arab oil-exporting 
countries had populations two or 
three times smaller than they are 
now, and when theirpeople did not 
live in full-fledged consumer so- 
cieties. 

It’s different now. The cash 
flow from oil exports pays not just 
for imported cars and plasma- 
screen TVs, but for the very food 
that the local people eat: most 
Arab oil-exporting states import 
half or more of the food they con- 
sume. They also have huge invest- 
ments in the Western economies 
that an oil embargo would hurt. 
Another oil embargo isn’t going to 
happen, and stories about oil be- 
long on the business pages. 

Well, then, how about the fact 
that the United States has invaded 
two Middle Eastern countries in 
the past ten years, and still has 
troops in both of them? Does that 
explain the obsessive focus on the 
Middle East? 

No, because the obsession was 
there before the invasions. In fact, 
the causation is probably the 
other way round: the exaggerated

importance with which Ameri- 
cans already viewed the Middle 
East was almost certainly a con- 
tributory factor in the Bush ad- 
ministration’ s decisions to invade 
Afghanistan and Iraq. 

The main factor in the Afghan 
decision, of course, was the fool- 
ish belief that invading Afghani- 
stan would somehow help to sup- 
press anti-American terrorism 
rather than stimulate more of it. 
Almost nobody in Washington 
seemed aware that they were fall- 
ing into a trap laid for them by 
Osamabin Laden. The invasion of 
Iraq had more complex and even 
less rational motives, but was 
equally driven by the mistaken 
belief that this was a very impor- 
tant place. 

The greater Middle East con- 
tains about ten percent of the 
world’s population. The Arab 
world at its heart is only five per- 
cent. The whole region accounts 
for only three percent of the glo- 
bal economy, and produces al- 
most nothing of interest to the rest 
of the world except oil. So why 
does it dominate the international 
news agenda? 

The Europeans play a role in 
this, because the media in the 
former imperial powers take a 
greater interest in their former 
colonies than in other countries of 
equal importance. Butthe Ameri- 
can media really set the agenda, 
and their fascination with the 
Middle East requires a different 
explanation. 

A large part of it is driven by the 
deep emotional investment in Is- 
rael that many Americans have. 
Israel is not viewed as just another 
foreign country, to be weighedby 
its strategic and economic impor- 
tance. It is seen as a special place, 
almost an American protectorate, 
and its foreign policy agenda 
(which is all about the Middle 
East) largely sets the US media 
agenda. 

The other big factor is the last- 
ing American obsession with Iran, 
which is as great as the obsession 
with Cuba. Both countries have 
successfully defied the United 
States, and that has been neither 
forgiven nor forgotten. 

Combine the love for Israel and 
the hatred of Iran, and you have 
an explanation for the American 
media’s obsession with the entire 
Middle Eastemregion. Mostme- 
dia elsewhere, especially in the 
W est, just follow suit. It ’ s a huge 
distortion that leads to the neglect 
of much importantnews about the 
rest of the world, but at least the 
Middle East gives good value for 
money. The news it generates is 
unfailingly interesting.

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Cascais beaches 
at their best 



The deputy mayor of Cascais said on 
Tuesday that the council has had "a very 
positive" bathing season this year and 
admitted the possibility of applying for a 
blue flag, having not had one this year. 


“Our beaches are in excellent 
condition, andwe would most cer- 
tainly receive a blue flag if we ap- 
plied for one,” said deputy mayor 
Carlos Carreiras. 

He added that none of Cascais’ 
beaches have a blue flag because 
the town hall didn’t apply as a 
form of protest against the appli- 
cation process. 

‘ ‘If they alter the evaluation cri- 
teria we will apply, if they don’t 
then we will not,” said Mr 
Carreiras, adding that despite the 
lack of blue flags, a report about 
the 2010 bathing season shows 
that Cascai’ s beaches are of “ex- 
cellent quality.” 

“Cascais’ beaches haven’tbeen 
this good in 30 years,” he added. 


The report shows that from 
709 water analyses carried out in 
the council’ s 1 7 bathing areas, all 
have excellent water quality and 
good sand quality. It also shows 
that there were no deaths along 
the Cascais coast throughout the 
official bathing season, although 
3,789 people received first aid. 
This was thanks in part to 
Associa 9 ao Sanas, an association 
of volunteer life guards who kept 
a permanent watch over the 
coastal areas. 

In preparation for the bathing 
season, Cascais Town Hall in- 
vested €1.5 million to clean up 
several rivers as well as maintain 
public furniture, toilets and to 
remove graffiti. 


Lisbon’s Ribeiro 
marketwelcomes 
€4 million cultural 
project in 2012 

Recreational facilities including a disco with a bar, a 
show room, a conference area and food court with an 
esplanade are due to be built at Lisbon's renowned 
Ribeiro market in 2012. 


Lisbon town hall presented 
the winning proj ect on Monday 
along with its authors of ‘Time 
Out’ magazine, which will see a 
(transformation) 5,500 square 
metre of the first floor as well as 
part of the ground floor of the 
market. 

During a press conference, 
Joao Cepeda from ‘Time Out’ 
said that this is the first time 
that an editorial publication 
runs a large public space in Por- 
tugal and justified the initiative 
with the press as being able to 
“be innovative and give people 
experiences.” 

To reach its objectives, the 
project includes, for example, a 
restaurant, a shop, a kiosk and 
an information and tourism area. 

“People asked for gas- 
tronomy, culture, cinema and we 
replied with a proj ect that can be 
a real version of what the maga- 
zine talks about,” said Mr 
Cepeda, who believes that de- 
spite the economic crisis, the 
public will want to use the space. 


This project, designed by 
architectural firm Aires 
Mateus, will mean construc- 
tion work to the value of more 
than €4 million as well as a 
monthly investment of 
€ 12,000 for 20 years. 

According to Joao Cepeda, 
the space will change through- 
out the years in order to make 
the Ribeiro market “a shop 
window for the best things that 
there are in the city.” 

Lisbon mayor, Antonio 
Costa said that the Ribeiro 
market will not cease to exist, 
but will instead be renovated 
and transformed, making it in- 
ternationally renowned. 

“Either markets modernise 
and have movement or they 
enter into decline. We have to 
invest in the renovation of 
these spaces,” he said, adding 
that in his opinion, shopping 
centres may have some future 
in the suburbs but that people 
wanted to rediscover true 
markets in urban centres.

Zero tolerance on illegal 
parking in Sintra 


Sintra town hall is cracking 
down on illegal parking with 
help from the municipal park- 
ing company and police force 
by clamping and towing vehi- 
cles. 

The campaign, which was 
due to start this week, is aimed 
at increasing the efficiency of the 
paid for parking areas as well as 
avoiding traffic congestion. 

Vehicles willnowbe clamped 
if they are parked on public foot- 
paths and zebra crossings, or 
violate the Highway Code. Ve- 
hicles that do not pay for park- 
ing or are parked for too long 


after the time limit expires in 
paid for parking areas will also 
be clamped and later towed. 

For ordinary vehicles, fines 
will cost €30 for clamping and 
€50 if it has been towed. This 
will increase by ten euros per 
day until the vehicle is claimed 
by its owner. 

AnaNeri, Commissioner of 
Sintra municipal police said 
that although the initiative is 
starting in Sintra, “it doesn’t 
mean that we won’t also police 
illegal parking in other parts of 
the council like Cacem or 
Queluz.” 


€1.8 million spent on 
Lisbon’s botanical gardens 

Lisbon town hall was due to discuss a proposal this week 
to pay more than €1 .8 million for the refurbishment of 
the capital's renowned indoor botanical gardens Estufa 
Fria nearthe Eduardo VII park, which isto reopentothe 
public in November. 


The indoor botanical garden 
was closed in May 2009 due to 
the risk of collapse. A month af- 
ter the closure, Lisbon town hall 
decided to award the refurbish- 
ment project to construction 
company HCIConstru 96 es. The 
work included replacing both 
structures for the ‘sweet’ and 
‘cold’ greenhouses, which were 
built in 1933 over an area of 1 .5 


hectares to house a variety of 
plant species. 

The Portuguese institute for 
archaeological and architectural 
heritage management (Igespar) 
agreed to the proposals in Feb- 
ruary this year, allowing work to 
finally start in March. 

According to the proposals, 
the final cost of the work is € 1.714 
million, plus € 1 03 ,000 1 VA. 


Hundreds of false masterpieces 
seized in Cascais 



Portugal's criminal investigation police (PJ) has arrested a Portuguese-Norwegian woman at her 
home in Cascais in possession of 1 30 fake masterpieces and forged certificates of authenticity. 


The fake paintings, which the 
woman was allegedly trying to 
sell as the real thing, were copies 
of works by renowned artists 
such as Leonardo da Vinci, Pi- 
casso, Matisse, Monet, 
Kandinsky, Modigliani, Miro, 
Chagall and Portuguese artist 
Maria Helena Vieira da Silva, 
among others. 

During a press conference on 
Monday about the investiga- 
tion, code named ‘treasure 
trove’, Joao Oliveira, inspector 
of the PJ’s art branch said: “This 
is the largest amount of false 
works of art ever seized in Por- 
tugal, and one of the largest in 
Europe.” 

He added: “If these paintings 


had entered the market as real, 
we would be faced with a con 
worth hundreds of thousands of 
euros.” 

Following her arrest, the 
woman has been released on bail 
until her trial, but must report 
regularly to the police and is for- 
bidden to leave the country. 

“Due to the diversity of the 
painters and the distinctive tech- 
niques, we believe that many of 
these paintings were made 
abroad,” said Inspector Oliveira. 

Many of the paintings were 
bad imitations, although some 
bore a striking resemblance to the 
real deal and along with a false 
certificate of authenticity, pro- 
vided by the Luso-Norwegian 
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dealer, would likely have fooled 
many discerning buyers. 

In total, the PJ have seized 
around 300 false works of art 
this year alone, which accord- 
ing to Inspector Oliveira points 


to Portugal being an important 
route for illegal dealers. 

Anyone who has bought a 
painting by a famous artist is en- 
couraged to go to the P J to check 
its authenticity.

Iberian Lynx 
centre eelebrates 
first anniversary 


Silves-based Iberian Lynx re- 
production centre, the first of its 
kind in Portugal, has celebrated 
one year since the arrival of the 
first of 16 Lynx that now live 
there. 

Five-year-old female Lynx 
Azahar was the first to arrive at 
the specially-built facility in 
Silves county on October 26*, 
2009, followed by a further 15 
felines which were all introduced 
to the centre by December P* of 
last year. 

Two Lynx cubs were bom 
within the first season at the new 
centre, however both died within 
a few days from bacterial infec- 
tion and congenital problems. 

Despite the set back, Lurdes 
de Carvalho, national coordina- 
tor for the action plan to save the 
Lynx, believes that the first year 
has been a success, marking the 



Olhao TownHall faces 
environmental fine 


Olhao TownHall could be made 
to pay a fine for the illegal dump- 
ing of waste materials in the Ria 
Formosa natural park, accordingto 
the regional development commis- 
sion (CCDR). 

The CCDRlodgedaformal com- 
plaint against the town hall for 
dumping waste in Olhao ’s west- 
ern landfill site inDecember 2009. 

Since the notification by the 
CCDR, the town hall has removed 
all of the waste material as well as 
placed barriers preventing access 
to the site and further illegal dump- 
ing. 

Olhao Town Hall has also re- 
treated the front of the landfill by 
three metres. 

A spokesman from the CCDR 
told Lusa News Agency that a 
meeting is due to take place next 
weekbetweenthe commissionand 
the town hall to set a date for the 
resolution of the problem, which 
will only be fully resolved with the 
Ria FormosaPolis programme. 


“The fine itself will depend on 
the outcome ofthe meeting and the 
plan to resolve the problem,” said 
the spokesman, who added that it 
could be anywhere between 
€7,500 and €44,000. 

A spokesman Ifom the Ria F or- 
mosaPolis programme confirmed 
to Lusa that the landfill was inside 
the limits of Olhao ’s riverside 
park and that the renewal project 
of the area will start in 20 1 1 . 

The Polis project will include 
the refurbishment of run down 
areas along the western part of 
Olhao ’ s riverside area, west ofthe 
port. 

Olhao town hall has, for now, 
opted not to comment on 
the issue. 


first proven birth of the species 
in Portugal in the last 30 years. 

“It was a success for repro- 
duction to occur in the first sea- 
son that the centre opened, espe- 
cially with an animal like Azahar, 
who had failed twice to repro- 
duce in Spain,” she said. 

Alexandra Cunha from Portu- 
gal’ s Nature Protection League 
(LPN) said: “We were all amazed 
that reproduction took place, 
because without the perfect 
conditions, reproduction is very 
difficult in this species. The 
workbeing done is within expec- 
tations, despite the deaths of the 
cubs.” 

In March, the reproduction 
centre suffered another minor set 
back as one of the females, Espiga, 
came down with chronic kidney 
infection, a common illness 
among Iberian Lynx in captivity, 
although she recovered after 
treatment. 

While the Silves-based centre 
celebrated the first anniversary of 
the arrival of its first Iberian 
Lynx, the Algarve LFniversity 
was also due to host the first semi- 
nar about the species. The two 
day event held on Thursday and 
Friday and organised with LPN 
aimed to promote the exchange of 
information between profession- 
als who work with the Ibeiran 
Lynx. 

Part of the seminar was also 
due to be dedicated to raising 
awareness among the general 
population, in order to prepare 
for the final phase ofthe project, 
which foresees the release of Ibe- 
rian Lynxes into the wild. 

Iberia’s Lynx population 
stood at around 1 ,200 specimens 
in 1988, which gradually fell to 
just around 200 in 2005 , making 
the Iberian Lynx one ofthe most 
endangered animals in the world.

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Lifeline legacy reunites animal charities

Aconsiderable legacy bequeathed by an Algarve 
resident specifically for animal welfare has helped 
reunite two of the region's longest-running animal 
charities. Fifteen years after they split, the Association 
for the Protection of Animals in the Algarve (APAA) and 
the Donkey Sanctuary will onceagainjoinforcesand use 
the donation to ensure the continuing welfare of the 
Algarve's neglected animals.

A €100,000 legacy was be- 
queathed by Inez Soares da Rosa 
after she passed away in Septem- 
ber 2007 . She left it on the under- 
standing it be bestowed to an ani- 
mal charity in the Algarve. Ear- 
lier this year the executors of her 
estate announced that the 
APAA, an associate of RSPCA 
International, had been elected 
the sole beneficiary of the dona- 
tion. 

The association’ s initial plans 
were to build a rescue centre. 

Several months later a merger 
between the association and the 
Donkey Sanctuary was an- 
nounced, to the “delight” of both 
parties. 

F ounded by Peter Lander and 
Nan Richardson in 1991, the 
Donkey Sanctuary is currently 
home to 30 cats, 120 dogs and 10 
donkeys and mules. The land on 
which the Sanctuary is situated, 
which is owned by Peter andNan, 
is to be ‘ gifted’ to the APAA, who 
will use the money to improve the 
existing facilities. 

Alan Camplin-Smith, Presi- 
dent of the APAA, said: “this is 
a very generous gesture. We are 
delighted that Peter and Nan be- 
lieve APAA has the skills and 
organisation to carry on their 
work and we willbe leaning heav- 
ily on their expertise.” 

“We have had a lack of success 
in finding land on which to build 
our own rescue centre; although 
this merger does not increase the 
number of rescue centres in the 
Algarve, it does mean that the 
merged organisation will be in a 
strongerpositionto continue and 
expand the animal welfare work 
for which both charities were 
originally setup”. 

The APAA’s existing manage- 
ment board will be increased by 
three new members drawn from 
the Donkey Sanctuary. Nan 
Richardson accepted an invita- 
tion to fill one of these places. 

The Donkey Sanctuary has 
asked that the rescue centre con- 
tinues to be known as the ‘Don- 
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key Sanctuary’, to which 
APAA agreed. The merged char- 
ity will be known as ‘APAA (in- 
corporating the Donkey Sanctu- 
ary) ’ and will use both charities ’ 
logos. 

A first plan of action is to im- 
prove the Sanctuary’s clinic, re- 
furbishing and reequipping it. 

The clinic will bear Inez Soares 
da Rosa’s name and is hoped to 
boost neutering and spaying. 
Local vets are being approached 
to offer one morning or afternoon 
per month to volunteer their 
services at the clinic. 

Chris Cottis, who moved to 
Portugal in the early eighties and 
who has been involved with the 
Donkey Sanctuary since its 
founding, explained to The Por- 
tugal News, “They [the APAA] 
wanted to build a new centre, but 
nowadays you can hardly buy a 
plot of land for that money, let 
alone build new facilities. Nan 
and Peter had the land and infra- 
structures.” 

In recent years the Donkey 
Sanctuary has been beleaguered 
by setbacks. It was particularly 
hard-hit when the Algarve ’ s A22/ 
Via do Infante motorway was 
built straight through the middle 
of the land, slicing off a third of 
the overall area in the process. 
That land subsequently became 
inaccessible. 

“They [the Government] first 
told us that an underpass would 
be built so we could get to the land, 
but in the end we didn’t even re- 
ceive enough compensation to 
build anew fence”, Chris says. 

Fundraisers and the Sanctu- 
ary’s two charity shops have 
kept the refuge surviving, but 
with monthly expenditures in 
excess of €7,000 being spent on 
the animals alone, and with both 
founders fighting ill health (Peter 


has since officially retired), times 
have been getting tougher. 

“The past few years have been 
a constant struggle”, Chris re- 
vealed, vowing, “If it wasn’t for 
this [merger] we would struggle 
on”. 

Many of the animals are res- 
cued from the streets, hungry and 
injured. A large number of ani- 
mals, particularly old dogs, pup- 
pies and kittens, are abandoned 
at the refuge’s gates. In the past, 
plastic bags with kittens inside 
have beenhung on the gates, while 
puppies have literally been 
thrown over the top of them. 

“We could go outthere and fill 
a van [with abandoned and stray 
animals] every day”, Chris la- 
mented. 

Valerie Nicolas, who has 
worked at the refuge for seven 
years added, “We are very glad 


[about the merger], it is a relief. 
We were concerned as there 
wasn’t a contingency plan in 
place, but this will assure the fu- 
ture of these animals.” 

In related news, the Sanctu- 
ary’s most recent fund-raising 
Bingo eveninghitrecord highs. An 
unprecedented€ 1 ,090 was raised 
from a record attendance of more 
than 70 people. 

“We would like to thank Tim 
from Phoenix Nites for gener- 
ously donating the Christmas 
dinner for ten, which was auc- 
tioned and raised€250. This made 
all the difference”, Chris 
stressed. 

The Donkey Sanctuary would 
also like to appeal to readers for 


any unneeded medicines ormedi- 
cal accessories (such as bandages, 
plasters, disinfectant lotions and 
creams, etc), which-unbeknown 


to many - can be used for the ani- 
mals.

Would-be rapist avoids] ail 



A 26-year-old Portuguese man who attempted to rape a British 
holidaymaker during a night out in Praia da Rocha has been spared 
jail after being handed a suspended sentence of fouryears 
andfive months. 


Identified as Fabio Costa, re- 
ports claim the would-be rapist 
was spared a jail term due to his 
university studies, stable profes- 
sional situation, the fact he had 
no prior criminal record and be- 
cause the crime was not consum- 
mated. 

He was sentenced by the 
courts in Portimao this week. 

The attacker has been in- 
structed to pay €2,000 to the 
Association for Victim Support 
(APAV) as well as €5,000 to the 
victim, identified only as T. W. 

T.W had initially asked for 
€ 1 0,000 in compensation, though 
it was subsequently halved as 
lawyers argued no permanent 
trauma had been caused. 

The incident occurred on May 
30th, 2008, between 04h30 and 
05h00. 

At the time Fabio Costa was 
aged 23; the girl 19. 

She had arrived in the Algarve 
the day before, on holiday with 
her father and friends. The two 
had met that night in a bar in Praia 
da Rocha. 

In court the attacker claimed he 
was drunk at the time of the inci- 
dent, a claim the courts rejected, 
while the victim claimed she had 
not been drinking though the 
court decided there was enough 


evidence to prove she was drunk. 

She further claimed she had 
been grabbed and dragged to a 
staircase that leads to the beach, 
behind Praia da Rocha’s tourist 
information point, where she was 
attacked, but she had been seen 
walking alongside her aggressor. 


On the stairwell the girl was 
punched twice and shoved to the 
floor by Mr. Costa, as he at- 
tempted to rape her. The act was 
not consummated thanks to a 
bouncer from nearby disco 
Katedral who unwittingly inter- 
rupted the incident. 


Lagos TownHall 
budget slashed 

LagosTown Hall's annual budget for 201 1 is expected 
to be around half ofthis year's due to a loss of revenue 
caused in large part by the real estate crisis. 


Mayor Julio Barroso was 
recently quoted as telling 
reporters that “the budget 
will be affected by austerity 
and set with rigour and re- 
alism in mind,” 

The budget for 2010 was 
around the €70 million 
mark with revenue for the 
year expected to be around 
€40 million. In 2011, the 
town hall’s budget is ex- 


pected to be between €45 and 
€50 million. 

Other town halls across 
the Algarve region are also 
likely to see a reduced 
budget for next year as rev- 
enue has decreased due to 
the economic downturn and 
a lack of construction and 
property sales, which in turn 
translates into a reduction of 
property taxes.

The normally 
slow click was now very fast run- 
ning. Sol went to the Camara in 
Aljezur and told the lady at the 
department in charge for the wa- 
ter about it. She promisedto send 
soon a technician. F ew days later 
the noise in the meter was getting 
scary, but that afternoon the tech- 
nician came and I wanted him to 
hear the noise. But as usual, you 
bring the patient to the doctor and 
the pain is gone. No noise at the 
meter. But to be sure, the techni- 
cian removed it, and checked it.

I went to 
Camara and spoke again to the 
same lady, and she told me what 
I'm going to do about my water 
bill.

She didn't accept 
that the meter was faulty, but 
offered to write a short letter to 
explain the situation to herboss.

I came back to Portugal one day 
after the final payday. Therefore 
I activated Debito Directo from 
my bank. So final payday for this

Week went by, and nothing from 
Camara, so last Tuesday I went 
to Camara in Alj ezur, this time to 
deliver my letter. Saying that I had 
paid the€3 80,00 in good faith and 
trust. Now I will deducted from 
this amount the cost of my usual 
use of water, € 1 0,00. For the bal- 
ance I will charge Camara 2% in- 
terest monthly, and after this 
charges, I will deduct the next 
water bill for my normal use.The 
Debito Directo from my bank has 
been cancelled. She told me that 
my next account for the few 
weeks of water use until replac- 
ing the meter, sit tight, is nearly 
€800,00. So I told her that I will 
not pay this. Then she remem- 
bered that there was a letter in her 
computer from her boss. Now 
you don't have to be a genius, that 
the high water bills were because 
of the faulty meter, but he stated 
in his letter, that there is no justi- 
fication that the water meter has 
been the problem for the high 
reading and therefore there will be 
no refund and also the next water 
bill has to be paid in full.

Strong, light, flexible and fast to 
build, steel frame has long been a 
standard method of eonstmction 
in the USA and Australia. Intro- 
dueed to the Algarve in recent 
years, steel frame has gained fa- 
vour among those seeking a cost- 
efficient, adaptable and modem 
solution to building a home. 

Bryan and his wife Lisa were 
having a problem getting their ar- 
chitect to understand exactly what 
they were expecting from a new 
house on a remarkable plot they 
had bought near Alj ezur.

This can be seen everywhere in the 
property, from the wood and 
stainless steel outside staircases 
to the specially commissioned 
unique finishes on the kitchen 
units. All four double beds have 
surrounds in light wood with con- 
trasting dark wood detailing and 
this stylish fmishhas been carried 
through to great advantage on 
other custom-made units. 

The main architectural state- 
ment inside the house is a spiral 
staircase which stretches up- 
wards through ah four floors. The 
treads are made from an English 
oak, which was felled at the cou- 
ple ’ s former home in Essex, UK. 

Each tread is invisibly sup- 
ported by its own steel member 
bolted directly into the steel inside 
thewalls. This is ahighly complex 
and hugely attractive feature with 


specially turned wood and stain- 
less steel banisters, which could 
only be achieved with the use of 
steel.

Add value with a patio 

Top tips for with a little help from Julia Gray... laying a patio 


• Most patios are located by the 
house, but you need to decide 
where you’ll get most benefit 
from yours - if there’s a sunnier 
spot elsewhere in the garden, you 
may prefer to put it there. If you 
want your patio to have shade and 
privacy, you may need to erect 
fencing and trellises orplanttrees 
and shrubs, so include these at the 
planning stage. 


• Patio paving comes in all 
shapes and sizes, including con- 
crete slabs, slate, brick and stone. 
If you want to incorporate deco- 
rative shapes, such as stone cir- 
cles, it’s easiest to buy these as 
kits. When calculating the amount 
of paving required, allow for 
spaces of around 10mm between 
the slabs, and buy all the slabs at 
the same time to ensure colour 


uniformity. Remember to get 
around 1 0% more than you need 
for wastage, mistakes and wear 
and tear. 

• Draw a plan on graph paper 
first, marking on everything on 
andaroundthepatio. Once you’re 
happy with your plan, mark it out 
in the garden with string andpegs 
or spray paint. Y on then need to 
decide on the base for your patio 
- the type of soil in your garden 
will largely determine the type 
and depth of the base, as the 
softer the soil, the firmer the base 
should be. 

• To prevent the patio affect- 
ing your home’s damp-proof 
course, its surface must be at least 
1 5 cm below the course, although 
youcanreducethisto lOcmifyou 
put a 30cm-wide row of gravel 
between the patio and the house . 
The patio must also slope away 
from the house for drainage. 

• When laying the patio, the first 
row should be at a right angle to 
the house and the second row 
should be next to it to form the 
length and width of the patio. 
Continue laying the slabs, row by 
row, until you’ve finished. The 
patio shouldn’t be walked on for 
at least two days so that it can set 
properly. The final stage is point- 
ing the j oints, which is like grout- 
ing tiles and should stop the slabs 
from moving. It should also stop 
weeds from sprouting up and ru- 
ining your lovely new patio.

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If you want a beautiful new 
lawn but don ’ t want to wait long 
to see it eome to fruition, then 
turfs your answer. 

It offers the nearest solution 
to an instant lawn, can be laid 
quickly and shouldn’t need too 
much aftercare as long as the 
ground is moist and it rains 
within a couple of days of lay- 
ing it. 

Many people hire contractors 
to do the j oh for them but if you 


are going to lay it yourself, the 
secret is in the preparation you 
do to the ground beforehand. 

F irst you will need to remove 
weeds, improve your soil by 
adding organic matter, address 
drainage issues and level off the 
ground on which you are laying 
the turf. 

Y ou will need to dig over the 
site for a new lawn, breaking up 
compacted soil below the surface 
to allow free drainage when the 


turf is laid. On heavy, clay soil, 
work some sharp grit into the 
soil to help drainage. 

Rid the plot of stones by 
hand-picking them off before 
you firm the ground by shuffling 
over the area or laying a plank of 
wood down and walking along it, 
moving the plank of wood on to 
the next bit once you’ve com- 
pleted one line. It’s important 
the soil is firmed but not com- 
pacted. 


It may take some time to level 
the area, but if you don’t do this 
at the outset then the turf you lay 
may end up as a lawn with little 
hills in it which are difficult to 
mow and result in scalped areas 
mixed with patches of long grass. 
Once the grass is established, it 
takes a lot of work to correct any 
remaining lumps and bumps, so 
take care with the preparation 
first time around. 

Once you’ve firmed the area, 
rake it over, leaving the ground 
level with a surface like fine 
breadcrumbs, fill any holes and 
make sure the ground is flat. 
Then keep off the area until you 
are ready to lay your turf 

A week or so before you lay 
the turf, add a general lawn ferti- 
liser and rake it into the surface. 
You’ 11 need to water the ground 
gently if it doesn’t rain. 

Make sure the ground is ready 
when you order your turf, as you 
don’t want it hanging around be- 
cause it will soon dry up and de- 
teriorate. Turf arrives in Swiss- 
roll style lengths, which you 
then roll out on to your prepared 
area. If you can’t lay it immedi- 
ately, open out the rolls and lay 
them flat to allow air and light to 
reach the grass. 


Prevent cabbage 
problems 

If your autumn cabbages 
have been ruined by pests 
and diseases, you need to 
take preventative aetion 
next year to stop the seourge 
of cabbage root fly, eabbage 
white eaterpillars and other 
nuisanees. Stop eabbage 
root flies from laying their 
eggs near the roots of young 
plants by pushing young 
plants through eabbage eol- 
lars, small eireles of flexible 
material, sueh as earpet un- 
derlay, whieh lie flat on the 
soil. 

Alternatively, eover the 
whole bed with garden 




To lay the turf, start from the 
furthest edge. If there’s a 
straight edge to the lawn, lay a 
row of turves along that first. 

Place planks over the turf 
you’ ve just laid which you can 
walk on while laying the next 
row of turves. The joints should 
be staggered in the same sort of 
pattern as a brick wall and the 
turves need to be butted tightly 
against one another without 
overlapping or stretching. 

When the turves are laid, firm 
them down gently by laying a 
plank on top of them and tap- 


ping it with a rubber mallet or 
the back of a rake. 

When you reach the edge of a 
flower bed or path, lay the turf 
over the edge and trim it with a 
stout pair of scissors or an old 
kitchen knife, following the 
curves. 

In October and November, 
the ideal time for laying turf, 
there’s usually enough rain to 
help the new lawn establish, but 
if not, water the turf thoroughly 
over the next few weeks - and 
keep off it until it has really 
taken root.

turn red or purple, remove 
affeeted plants and try grow- 
ing eabbages elsewhere. 
Lime the soil during the win- 
ter to raise the pH to 7.5 to 
help keep the fungus at bay. 
Alternatively raise all 
plants in pots and pot them 
on into larger pots eontain- 
ing multi-purpose eompost, 
planting them out when 
they are suffieiently well 
developed to withstand the 
fungus.

Three ways to... make the most of

2. Don’t plant small specimens into large containers, as their 
roots will be surrounded by too much wet compost and may rot. 

3. Apply a spring application of a suitable slow-re lease ferti- 
liser to encourage healthy growth. 


These small deciduous trees are 
grown primarily for their stunning 
autumn leaves which turn brilliant 
shades of red, orange and yellow 
at this time of year. Female plants 
produce strange-looking, velvety, 
crimson fruits in late summer be- 
fore the explosion of colour in the 
autumn. The most popular type 
is R. typhina, the stag’s horn su- 
mach, whose branches grow to 5m 
(15ft) or more if left unpruned, but 
be warned that it has a prolific 
suckering habit and tends to be in- 
vasive so is unsuitable for plant- 
ing in the lawn. It looks better 
planted amid other shrubs such as 
Cotinus coggygria and contrasting 
evergreens to show its leaves off 
to their best. Another type, R. 
typhina ‘ Dissecta’ , has deeply cut 
leaflets, giving it a lighter, prettier 
foliage effect. It will thrive in any 
reasonable garden soil, in a sunny 
spot. It should be pruned hard in 
February, cutting stems to around 
3 0cm ( 1 ft) above ground.

the sour cream. Then slowly 
add the cooled coffee. 

Using an ice cream scoop, 
spoon the batter into the paper 
cases, filling them three-quar- 
ters full. Bake for 15 minutes 
or until a toothpick inserted 
into the centre comes out clean. 

Cool in the muffin pan for a 
few minutes, then transfer to a 
wire rack to cool completely 
before decorating. 


Radioactive Slime 


Use a chocolate cupcake as 
the centre of each skull. Re- 
move the paper case and cut 
hollows for the eye sockets. 

Roll out some white fon- 
dant to a thickness of 5mm 
and wrap the cake so it is 
completely sealed. Use your 
hands to sculpt a skull shape; 
the fondant will hold in 
place, just be careful not to 
press too hard and tear it. 

You can then decorate the 
“skull” however you wish. 
Look at images of other 
skulls for inspiration or in- 
vent your own designs. Cre- 
ate the main features using 
tubes of ready-coloured ic- 
ing or icing pens. You could 
also use coloured icing and a 
piping bag with a very small 
tip. 

To paint on further de- 
tails, use luster dust in gold 
and other colours that has 
been mixed with rejuvenat- 
ing spirit, clear alcohol, 
lemon juice, or clear vanilla 
extract. The liquid evapo- 
rates, leaving the powder in 
place. 

Finish off with silver dra- 
gees (you could use small 
balls of coloured fondant in- 
stead), flower sprinkles, and 
edible wafer flowers.

60g unsalted butter, at room temperature 

Zest and juiee of 1 lime

Preheat the oven to 180C/gas

Combine the flour, baking 
powder, and salt in a mixing 
bowl. In a separate jug, add the 
milk to the vanilla extract.

Beat 
well after each addition. 

Use an ice cream scoop to 
transfer the mixture into paper 
cases, filling each one three-quar- 
ters full.

U sing an electric mixer, beat the 
avocado in a bowl with the lemon 
juice until you achieve a smooth 
consistency, beating out all the 
lumps.

To make the “eyeballs”, heat 
the coconut milk and sugar in a 
saucepan over a medium heat 
until hot but not boiling. Remove 
from the heat and cover to keep 


warm. Soak the leaf gelatine in 
180ml cold water until soft 
(about 5 minutes). Add the 
sheets and the water to the 
warm coconut milk and stir 
well. Remove from the heat, 
then set aside to cool. Pour the 
coconut mixture into eyeball- 
shaped molds. Refrigerate for 
4 hours or until set, then care- 
fully ease the roundjellies from 
the mold onto a plate. Using a 
paintbrush, decorate the “eye- 
balls” using blue and black food 
colouring. 

To make the “worms” col- 
our some marzipan with cop- 
per food colouring, then roll 
into worm shapes and use a 
knife or scalpel to carve a few 
details. 

Spread the vanilla icing over 
the top of the cupcakes, then 
add the “eyeballs” and 
“worms” - about three per 
cake of each. These cupcakes 
are best eaten with a spoon, 
and this recipe should make 
about 45 eyeballs. 


For the eyeballs: 

250ml canned coconut milk 
1 25g granulated sugar 
5 sheets leaf gelatine 
Blue andblack food colour- 


ing 

For the worms: 

Marzipan 

Copper food colouring 
Preheat the oven to 
180C/gas 4. Line a 12- 
hole muffin pan with pa- 
per cases. Using an elec- 
tric mixer, beat the but- 
ter and sugar together in 
a bowl until very light 
(about 5 minutes). 

Beat in the egg until 
well incorporated. In a 
small separate bowl, 
beat the vanilla extract, 
colouring, salt, and co- 
coa into a thick paste. 
Beat into the butter 
mixture. 

With the mixer running on 
a slow speed, add the flour to 
the mixture in three parts, al- 
ternating with the buttermilk

Don’t rescue me 
from this Chilean 
adventure 


The rugged mountain slopes of 
Chile are a treat for climbers and a 
pretty testing challenge for skiers 
too, discovers Alistair Keely. 


While images ofChileanminers 
returning from deep in the earth 
have been beamed around the 
world, today I’m as far from those 
pictures as it’s possible to get. 

Standing at the summit of Toco 
volcano, 5,625 metres above sea 
level, images of famous climbers 
Sir Edmund Hillary and T enzing 
Norgay race throughmy mind, and 
while Toco is no Everest (8,848 
metres), 1 do feel I’ve just climbed 
the highest mountain in the world. 

Despite the elation, my head is 
pounding andmy lungs screamfor 
oxygen. On high altitude hiking in 
Chile, the oxygen-depleted atmos- 
phere makes you feel you have the 
worst hangover ever, combined 
with a touch of flu. 

Why go through such an or- 
deal? All around me is the answer: 
breathtaking views of the Boliv- 
ian Altiplano, Argentina and the 
Atacama salt flats. Now 1 know 
how great climbers feel as they 
stand on top of the world. 

Toco, one ofthe highest peaks 
of northern Chile, is also one of 
the most accessible. You don’t 
need to be related to Sir Edmund 
to conquer thispeak, just reason- 
ably fit and prepared for a bit of 
discomfort.

However, 1 have a confession 
to make: the hike up Toco was 
eased by the fact we were driven 
to 5,000 metres before we began 
hiking. 

After a slow descent, and cel- 
ebratory beer and sandwiches in 
the van, we retumedto base camp 
- the sumptuous Tierra Atacama 
hotel. 

On the edge of San Pedro de 
Atacama, apicturesque oasis vil- 
lage in the high plains of northern 
Chile, the hotel calls itself “an ad- 
venture spa”. Here guests can 
combine the active enjoyment of 
the desert - without sacrificing 
their pampering time. 

Built to blend with its sur- 
roundings, the hotel is made of 
local materials and eachroom has 
stunning views: every morning 1 
opened my curtains to see two 
smoulderingvolcanoes. 

Every room is en suite and 
comes with a luxurious four- 
poster bed, sunbathing terrace and 
even an outdoor shower. And af- 
ter you’ve chilled out, it’s time to 
sit and enjoy Chile’s national 


drink - a pisco sour - beside an 
open fire, and plan next day’ s ac- 
tivities, or indulge yourself with a 
spa treatment. 

The hike up the volcano is one 
of many options from the hotel. 
Other adventures include biking 
through Devil’ s Canyon, visiting 
dramatic geysers and 900-year- 
old cacti, horse riding, hiking 
through Death Valley and 
birdwatching. 

After my Toco adventure 1 
opted for a hike through Death 
Valley to see flamingos feeding at 
sunset. 

Death Valley was named by a 
Belgium explorer after the planet 
Mars . Instead of calling it V alle de 
Martes, he badly pronounced it 
and called it Valle de la Muerte - 
meaning death, and the name 
stuck. 

The name is fairly appropriate, 
however. Little life is visible as 
you walk through a moon-like 
valley with spectacular twisted 
rock formations and sand dunes. 

The flamingo trip to the Salar 
de Atacama was also memorable.

Leaving the hotel by van at 
3.30pm, we went south, via the 
village of T oconao, famous for its 
fruit trees and historie bell tower, 
before heading to the salt flats. 

Here flamingos feed on the tiny 
pink shrimps whieh give them 
their eolour. As the sun sets, the 
region is bathed in a fantastic pur- 
ple light as birds gather in large 
numbers. 

The soft gurgle of running wa- 
ter intermingles with cries from 
the birds. Every so often a group 
of flamingos rise into the air to seek 
another lake to feed in, against the 
dramatic backdrop of surround- 
ing volcanoes and the setting sun. 

This whole region features very 
unusual geography. The Atacama 
desert is the driest in the world. It 


has little or no rainfall for dozens 
of years and, beyond the narrow 
strip of land between the sea and 
the Andes, the desert itself 
stretches on for thousands of 
miles into the Pacific. 

It creates aunique environment. 
The weather is mostly fine, with 
little moisture from the ocean into 
the sky, and little or no cloud for- 
mation. 

Hence days and days of end- 
less, cloudless, blue skies, 
though I was travelling in Chile ’ s 
winter months. Daytime tem- 
peratures hit the mid-20s, but 
night temperatures can drop be- 
low freezing. 

Leavingthe desert behind again, 
I headed for the mountains. Dam- 
age caused by the recent earth- 


quake in Chile was still evident on 
the two-and-a-half hour drive 
from Santiago, with repairs on 
bridges and roads causing jams 
around diversions. 

The quake was even felt high in 
the Andes, with a small amount of 
cracking to buildings but no last- 
ing damage to infrastructure at 
Portillo, one of Chile’ s top ski re- 
sorts. 

Skiing in Chile is still in its in- 
fancy compared to Europe and 
North America, with ahandful of 
smallresorts. Facilities atPortillo 
are modest, but even so the Aus- 
trian ski team were at Ski Portillo , 
known as the Spirit of the Andes, 
and using it as a training base. 

But what Portillo lacks in size 
and facilities it makes up for in 


charm and scenery. According to 
the locals, skiing in the Andes is 
breathtaking. 

Surrounded by huge moun- 
tains, it’ s like being in an amphi- 
theatre of snow and rock. The 
mighty peak of Aconcagua is al- 
most 7,000 metres high, which put 
my conquest of Toco into per- 
spective. 

With little of the celebrated 
powder on offer during my stay, 
however, we passed time with lei- 
surely lunches on the deck of Tio 
Bob ’ s restaurant, wine tasting, hot 
tub sessions and even late-night 
missions to the locals’ haunt. La 
Posada. 

F or adventurers seeking a chal- 
lenge, Chile is near the summit of 
any holiday wish list.

As it gets dark earlier and the weather gets colder, an estimated five 
million people in the UK will start suffering with Seasonal Affective 
Disorder (SAD), a form of winter depression. Lisa Salmon asks the 
experts whatthe condition is, and how those who suffer from it can 
beat the winter blues. 


Increasingly long, dark nights 
as winter approaches leave few 
people jumping for joy. 

But for as many as three mil- 
lion people in the UK, the longer 
hours of darkness bring true mis- 
ery, triggering the form of win- 
ter depression known as Sea- 
sonal Affective Disorder (SAD). 

The condition is thought to 
affect around six per cent of peo- 
ple in this country between the 
months of September and April. 

Not surprisingly, it’s much 
more common in the northern 
hemisphere, where winter days 
are shorter and gloomier. 

It gets worse in susceptible 
people when the clocks go back 
at the end of October, and peaks 
during December, January and 
February. 

Symptoms, which are most 
likely to become apparent be- 
tween the ages of 1 8-30, include 
depression, being fewer active, 
putting on weight and sleeping 
more. 

The main difference between 
SAD, which is much more com- 
mon in women, and other types 
of depression is that sufferers are 
only affected in the winter 
months. 

Consultant psychiatrist Pro- 
fessor Anne Farmer, who runs 
the National Affective Disor- 
ders Unit at London’ s Maudsley 
Hospital, says that while many 
people feel the change in the sea- 
son, some have a marked clinical 


pattern which may eventually be 
diagnosed as SAD. 

“They’ll feel worse in the win- 
ter, and start feeling much better 
in the spring,” she explains. 

Research suggests that SAD is 
caused by change in light, and this 
may be linked to the body’s 
production of the 
hormone mela- 
tonin, in the 
brain’s pineal 
gland. 


The more light there is, the less 
melatonin is produced. So in 
winter, when there are less day- 
light hours, the pineal gland pro- 
duces much more melatonin. 


Consultant psychiatrist 
Professor Anne 
Farmer, who runs 
the National 
Affective Disorders 
Unit at London's 
Maudsley 
Hospital. 
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Levels of melatonin, which is 
thought to help regulate the 
body’ s wake/ sleep cycle, fluctu- 
ate throughout the day. They rise 
as we get sleepy in the evening, 
and peak when we’re asleep in 
the middle of the night. 

“A lot of research has been 
done and is ongoing, but we still 
don’t really understand what 
Seasonal Affective Disorder is, or 
why light treatment, which is of- 


ten used to treat it, works,” 
Farmer admits. 

“It may be that what happens 
is the lack of light causes a disrup- 
tion in people’s wake/sleep cy- 
cle, and this needs to be shifted 
back.” 

Treating SAD 

Light therapy, which is one of 
the primary treatments for SAD, 
involves sufferers positioning

ally have to be bought or hired 
privately. 

“The effeet of light treatment 
isn’t huge,” says Farmer. “It’s 
to keep you well, rather than to 
lift you onee you’re in depres- 
sion. 

“My adviee is to start using 
your light box before you get se- 
verely depressed - so people 
need to start using it around 
now. 

“If it’s effeetive for you, it’ll 
stop you getting really de- 
pressed.” 

Most people find they need 
to use the boxes for at least an 
hour in the morning, and some 
use it in the evening as well. 

Researeh shows the light has 
to be mueh stronger than the av- 
erage strip light, and white light 
is best. 

Light boxes tend to be about 
1 0,000 lux. Lux is a measure of 
the intensity of the light - the 
light outside on a bright sum- 
mer’ s day is about 250,000 lux. 

So while 10,000 lux doesn’t 
sound that bright, it’ s aetually a 
lot stronger than most domestie 


lighting. 

To be offieially diagnosed 
with SAD, sufferers need to have 
notieed the symptoms for at 
least three winters. 

But people may retrospee- 
tively say they’ve had it for 
many winters if they realise 
there’s been a seasonal pattern 
to their symptoms. 

“Some people have to take 
time off work and hide away 
from the world, and if they’re 
doing that, they need to see their 
GP,” advises Farmer, who says 
initial treatment may be anti-de- 
pressants or CBT. 

However, there are things 
sufferers ean do to help them- 
selves. “Maximise your expo- 
sure to daylight through the win- 
ter - natural daylight, even with 
eloudeover, is mueh better than 
a light box. 

“Try and have an exereise 
routine, and have a winter holi- 
day somewhere where there’s 
more natural daylight. 

“And my last, rather drastie, 
pieee of adviee is if you ean’t do 
any of that, then emigrate ! ” 
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SAD symptoms 

Seasonal Affective Disorder sufferers may experience 
thefollowing symptoms: 

• Depression 
•Laek of energy 

• Loss of libido 

• Over-eating 
•Sleeping a lot 

• Tiredness, heavy limbs, aehingmuseles orheadaehes 

• Stomaeh problems, sweating, eramps, frequent urination 

• Dry mouth, heart palpitations, hyperventilating 

• Fidgety, restless, hard to eoneentrate 

• Paranoid and suspieious 


themselves near a speeially-de- 
signed bright light every day, 
sometimes for up to four hours. 

Other treatments inelude talk- 
ing therapies sueh as eognitive 
behavioural therapy (CBT), or 
anti-depressants. 

“If you use light treatment 
early in the morning, it seems to 
advanee phase the sleeping/ 
waking eyele,” explains F armer. 

“Light treatment eauses me- 
latonin levels to drop, so those 
who use a light box in the morn- 
ing are waking themselves up. 

“How that fits into depres- 
sion, no one ean really explain.” 

There may be a link with other 
hormones ineluding serotonin, 
whieh is known as the ‘feel- 
good’ hormone beeause of its 
mood-enhaneing properties. 

The produetion of serotonin 
is helped by light, so it’s likely 
that a person will have lower 
levels of serotonin during the 
winter when the days are 
shorter. 

“We know that serotonin is 
defleient in the brain when peo- 
ple are depressed, so possibly 
there’s a link between mela- 


tonin and seratonin, and that’s 
why light treatment seems to 
have this indireet effeet on lift- 
ing mood in people who are af- 
feeted by the laek of daylight,” 
says Farmer. 

F or many people SAD is a se- 
riously disabling illness, pre- 
venting them from funetioning 
normally without treatment. 

For others, it’s mild but de- 
bilitating, eausing diseomfort 
but mueh less severe symptoms 
than those suffered by people 
with full-blown SAD. 

The less severe form is ealled 
subsyndromal SAD, whieh may 
affeet up to 1 7 per eent of the UK 
population. 

Subsyndromal SAD may not 
need treatment like light 
therapy, whieh ean be used daily 
in winter by SAD sufferers, 
starting just before the first 
symptoms might be expeeted to 
appear. 

Symptoms usually improve 
within a few days of starting the 
treatment, whieh may be avail- 
able inNHS outpatient hospital 
elinies.

Animal rescue situations also occur in the Algarve. In this case, a 
dog was found trapped in a street water pipe and was rescued in 
Sao Romao (municipality of Sao Brasde Alportel). 
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The rescue took place on Sun- 
day, 10th October, after the dog 
had been trapped for two days. 
The animal was hit by a car, it was 
raining heavily, and the dog took 
refuge on the side of the road in- 
side a water pipe. On Saturday 
morning, several people spotted 
the dog and, with the help of a 
camera, they tried to photograph 
its position. In the afternoon there 
was a rescue attempt, but it 
seemed that the dog was no 
longer there and that it had prob- 
ably escaped by itself. But the 
next day people were again at- 
tracted to the spot by other dogs 
that were exhibiting unusual be- 
haviour near the pipe, as if 
signaling for help. Through an- 
other attempt to find out if the dog 
was still there they again inserted 
the camera in the pipe and took a 


photograph. It was concluded 
that the dog was still trapped 
inside and in distress. With the 
help of firefighters and an ex- 
cavator belonging to the T own 
Hall, it was possible to rescue 
the dog by tearing up the 
sidewalk to reach the pipe 
which was partially broken to 
gain access and a loop was 
made on a rope to catch the 
dog and pull the animal to 
safety. The ‘Want to Give’ ini- 
tiative of the Friends of Ani- 
mals Associationparticipated 
in the rescue. The dog was re- 
ferred to the Canham Veteri- 
nary Clinic in Almancil where 
she (it was a female) was ex- 
amined and the doctor said the 
dog had a broken hip. The Asso- 
ciation awaits her recovery for 
subsequent adoption.

The Association’s 'Caominhada' 
conducted the initiative that Sun- 
day morning, and accepted con- 
tributions through registrations 
from the people present, to pay 
the vet bill, along with a few more 
donations from residents in the 
area of the accident.

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Trick or 
treating with 
an adult. 
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Trick or treat? 

While some mums and dads might believe little monsters and witches live 
in their house all year round, they'll be especially visible at Halloween. Lisa 
Salmon looks atthe weird, wonderful and sometimes weary world of 
family life. 


The American tradition of 
dressing up to trick or treat is more 
popular than ever in the UK, and 
growing even over here, and what- 
ever the weather young kids want 
to go out in the dark dressed as 
ghosts and witches to claim their 
sweet trick or treat spoils from 
neighbours. 

But while if s great fun for the 
kids, trick or treating in the dark 
can lead to dangers far more real 
than any werewolf or vampire. 

F or that reason, the Halloween 
Association, helpedby the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of Ac- 
cidents (RoSPA) has produced a 
series of tips aimed at keeping 
children safe at Halloween. 

The guidelines suggest the best 
way to celebrate Halloween is at a 
home-based party. But for the 
many who still want to trick or 
treat, the aim is to keep kids safe 
while they have fun. 

Duncan Vernon, a road safety 
manager at RoSPA, points out that 
this year, Halloween falls on the 
day the clocks go back, so trick or 
treaters need to remember it ’ 11 get 
dark earlier. 

He says: “We encourage fami- 
lies who ’ 11 be out trick or treating 
on Halloween to think about road 
safety so that they enjoy the oc- 
casion and stay safe at the same 
time.” 

“Remember to make sure you 
can be seen easily by drivers and 
motorcyclists.” 

He emphasises that trick or 
treaters should carry a torch - 
which can sometimes be held un- 
der their chin for a scary look - and 
should ensure costumes have re- 
flective tape or strips on them. 

“We encourage parents to en- 
sure their children are well super- 
vised when trick or treating,” he 
says, “and remind everyone not 
to forget the road safety basics in 
the middle of the excitement - like 
stopping and looking before 
crossing the road.” 

Some parents embrace Hallow- 
een fun, and others try to avoid it. 
Parents who use the social net- 
working site Mumsnet have mixed 



The guidelines suggest trick or treaters 
should: 

• Always have adequate adult supervision, and never trick or treat 
alone. The Halloween Association suggests one adult for every 
three children. 

• Plan a local route and stick to it, walking on the pavement and 
only crossing the road at well-lit, safe places, with young children 
holding an adulf s hand near roads. 

• Always carry a torch so you can be seen in the dark. 

• Wear CO stume s that are flame-retardant, and large enough to wear 
warm clothes underneath. Incorporate reflective material on the 
costume to make the wearer more visible in the dark. 

• Avoid wearing masks while walking from house to house . If masks 
or hoods obstruct a child’s vision, use face paints instead. 

• Don’t carry weapons or other props - it could intimidate house- 
holders. 

• Don’t cut across lawns or parks as there maybe hidden objects. 

• Only visit houses with Halloween decorations such as a carved 
pumpkin in the window - not everyone welcomes trick or treaters. 

• Don’t enter homes of strangers - only accept treats in the door- 
way. 

• Ask an adult to check the treats before eating them. 


views. 

Justine Roberts, Mumsnet’s 
co-founder, says: “Mumsnetters 
are pretty much split down the 
middle on whether Halloween’s a 
colourful diversion which is great 
for family fun, oran American-in- 
spired abomination that’s to be 
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avoided at all costs.” 

The Mumsnetters who love 
Halloween suggest trick or treat- 
ing on roads leading to primary 
schools for the best results, and 
always buying far too many 
sweets so there’s lots left for 
mum and dad to eat. 

And a fun idea is to fill a hol- 
lowed-out pumpkin with jelly, 
leave it to set until it’s gloopy, 
and then addlollipops.

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Formula 1 to return to Portugal?

Recent reports have suggested that the FIA, happy with the 
Portimao race track and how it tested two years ago, could be 
bringing the cream of Formula One back to Portugal fortesting 
next February. 


According to a study pub- 
lished recent by the Didrio de 
Notwias (DN), the return of F or- 
mula 1 testing to the Algarve 
Motorpark in Portimao would 
result in aminimum cash injection 
of ten million euros into the re- 
gional eeonomy. 

The traek is eurrently on a short- 
list of FIA-approved eireuits on 
which to conduct testing next year 
between February 15 and 18. 


The ten million euros will be 
obtained by restaurants, hotels 
and other forms of accommoda- 
tion, car hire and flights, with 
many more millions setto be gen- 
erated through indirect income. 

According to DN news re- 
ports, officials at the traek initi- 
ated talks with the FIA in July to 
see a return of testing at the track, 
after sueeessful testing at the 
track back in 2009 by a number 


of Formula 1 teams. 

Back in January 2009, six 
teams, Ferrari, McLaren, 
Renault, Toyota, Toro Rosso 
and Williams tested their cars at 
the circuit. 

In the meantime, officials will 
have to await a decision by the 
F ormula One T earns Association 
to see if the world’s best drivers 
will make a welcome return to 
Portugal. 


Referees eall ‘strike’ 


According to the Association 
of Portuguese F ootball Referees 
(APAF) the “overwhelming ma- 
j ority of Portuguese referees” are 
unwilling to officiate any 
matches seheduled for November 
6 and 7. The possibility of ref- 
erees laying down their whistles 
in protest, gains even greater sig- 
nificance in what is widely con- 
sidered to be one of the matches 
of the season, FC Porto against 
Benflca, is scheduled for that 
partieular weekend. 

The position was made offi- 
cial by the APAF president, Luis 
Guilherme, who argues that the 
initiative ca nn ot be deemed a 
strike as referees in Portugal are 
not professionals. 

The reason behind this action 
boils down to revisions made to 
tax and social security deduc- 
tions made by referees. 


Mr. Guilherme has suggested 
that the failure of referees to turn 
up to matches will not mean that 
the game will not be played, only 
that match officials will “select 
three people from the erowd to 
officiate matches”, be they quali- 
fied referees or not, arguing that 
this situation repeats itself every 
Sunday in regional divisions. 


APAF says despite its pro- 
tests being formalised in writing, 
politicians have opted not to re- 
spond. 

The Referees Council, which 
has the power to suspend offi- 
eials, has already publicly stated 
it will take no action against ref- 
erees who fail to turn up for 
matches in a week’ s time.
